Drunken murderer is behind bars for stabbing student 


We’ll be suffering a life 
sentence too, say family

THE family of a student stabbed 
to death for defending his friend in 
an argument say they will never 
be able to forgive his killer. 

Ian Deadman, 46, from Margate, was jailed 
for life on Friday for the murder of 25-year- 
old Tommy Balsom, who was attacked in the 
hallway outside Deadman’s flat on 
September 8 last year. 

Father-of-two Mr Balsom had been fighting 
with Deadman’s friend at the time he was 
murdered. 

In a statement issued following the sen¬ 
tencing at Maidstone Crown Court, his fami¬ 
ly told how their lives had been “shattered”. 

It read: “We cannot and will never forgive 
the person responsible for the senseless and 
violent way Tommy died and for taking away 
a part of our family that was not his to take. 

“But we take comfort in knowing he was 
standing up for what he believed was right, 
as we had taught him. 

“We will be serving a life sentence as we 
have to live without Tommy every day. 

“We cannot express our feelings to all of 
our family and friends who have supported

us, cried with us and kept us going.” 

Mr Balsom had been visiting his 
friend Jordan Best on the day of the mur¬ 
der, and was inside his flat when Deadman 


came to the door “in an angry state”. 

The court heard how the two neighbours 
did not always get on, and it was not long 
before a scuffle ensued between Mr Best, Mr 
Balsom and Deadman’s friend James Carter. 
It was then that Deadman knifed Mr Balsom 
in the neck and chest before dialling 999. 

Chief Insp Terry Chuter said: “What 
Tommy Balsom walked into that day was 
bubbling tension between neighbours - 
fuelled by alcohol and drugs - that spilled 
over into violence in the landing between the 
properties. 

“By their own admission, Tommy’s family 
have said he had his troubles. But he did not 
deserve this. 

“Ian Deadman has always denied killing 
Tommy, but he has now been convicted for a 
display of violence that in his world he may 
feel is acceptable behaviour, but in our world 
is not. The sentence reflects that.” 

Sentencing Deadman, who will not be eligi¬ 
ble for parole for at least 15 years. Judge 
Andrew Patience described the incident as 
“yet another wanton and senseless killing, 
brought about by a knife and someone in 
drink”. He added that the effect on Mr 
Balsom’s family had been “devastating and 
catastrophic”. 

Judge Patience also made mention of Mr 
Balsom’s two children, one of whom now 
requires counselling. 


Have you seen hero’s memorial? 


THE hunt is on for a memorial to 
a forgotten hero which is proba¬ 
bly gracing a rockery in the back 
garden of a home. 

Captain Louis Nolan 
was killed at the begin¬ 
ning of the Charge of 
the Light Brigade when 
he tried to stop cavalry¬ 
men charging the 
wrong guns in the 
Crimea 155 years ago. 

His body was dumped into an 
unmarked battlefield grave but 
later fellow officers put up a two- 
foot memorial in Holy Trinity 
Church in Maidstone. This van¬ 
ished when the church was 
decommissioned. 


The church is now a home for 
disadvantaged youngsters but in 
its heyday Captain Nolan and 
his fellow cavalry officers 
from the nearby barracks 
used to worship there. 

Sue Moore, manager of 
Stonham Home which now 
occupies the church, was 
aware of Captain Nolan’s 
story but wonders what 
happened to the memorial 
during the conversion in 1997. 

She said: ‘Whoever converted 
the church was unaware of 
Captain Nolan’s significance. 

“The memorial was taken 
away with building rubble. A 
couple of large, ornate columns 


were taken at the same time.” 

Ms Moore has featured the 
story of Captain Nolan in a spe¬ 
cial display in the foyer. 

Interest in the cavalryman has 
been sparked with the publica¬ 
tion of a biography Messenger of 
Death by David Butters, as our 
sister paper Yourmaidstone has 
previously reported, which high¬ 
lights the prejudice Nolan faced 
because he was the grandson of a 
trooper and an expert in his field. 

During the early Victorian peri¬ 
od officers bought their commis¬ 
sions and didn’t bother to study 
current military thinking. 

Nolan was an aide de camp to 
Lord Raglan, Commander in 


Chief of the British Forces 
charged with delivering orders to 
the frontline. 

Raglan saw British guns being 
taken by the Russians and want¬ 
ed them retrieved. 

Nolan delivered his orders to 
Lord Cardigan who ordered the 
brigade to charge, but they were 
heading towards the wrong guns. 

Muddle-headed Cardigan was 
leading his 600 men to certain 
death. Nolan noticed and it’s 
believed he was trying to head 
the charge off when he was killed 
by a Russian shell.

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Polytunnel plans 


FORMER boxing champ Barry McGuigan says 
he is elated after councillors unanimously 
rejected plans for acres of polytunnels outside 
his 17th centuiy home, writes Emily Hall. 

The former world featherweight champion 
and celebrity TV star said he would like to 
thank each member of Swale council’s plan¬ 
ning committee personally for overturning the 
“monstrous” idea on Thursday night. 

Although Mr McGuigan, 49, had filming 
commitments in Ireland and couldn’t make 
the planning meeting personally, he has been 
among villagers fighting against fruit grower 
S&A’s proposals for 8,000 polytunnels on land 
off the A299 Thanet Way at Hernehill, 
Faversham. 

The company, which farms out of Hernehill

are knocked out 


Nurseries, wanted 8,000 plastic tunnels to 
grow luxury strawberries, possibly for export. 

Mr McGuigan, who won Hell’s Kitchen in 
2007, said: “Thank God for Swale Borough 
Council. I would like to thank each member of 
the planning committee personally. 

“I’m thrilled they chucked the plans out the 
first time and very swiftly again the second 
time. It shows they have real integrity. 

“They know we just can’t have the country¬ 
side in a sheet of plastic. There’s a world short¬ 
age of grain and this land can be used in bet¬ 
ter ways. This would have been an ecological 
and environmental disaster.” 

Mr McGuigan lives in a Grade II-listed 
estate close to where the polytunnels would 
have been. He and a handful of neighbours 


originally fought the proposals last summer, 
which were thrown out by planners in August. 

However last week Mr McGuigan was left 
shocked after realising S&A’s idea had reared 
its head again and the threat of 27 hectares of 
plastic was back in the ring. 

But at the planning committee meeting, the 
second application failed to find favour with 
members, who claimed it would affect wildlife 
and not be easy enough on the eye. 

It now remains to be seen whether the plan 
has been knocked out once and for all. 

Jason Davies-Baker, a spokesman for S&A, 
said the company was “very disappointed”. 

“It’s yet to be decided whether we’ll 
try again, but we’re not ruling anything out,” 
he added. 


Future film-makers 
Cannes be a success 


AMBITIOUS movie-makers from 
Kent were among hundreds eager 
to impress at last week’s Cannes 
Film Festival. 

As well as offering a sneak peek at some of 
the flicks likely to succeed at the box office, the 
prestigious annual event also gives up-and- 
coming directors and producers the chance to 
sell their ideas to industry executives. 

One hopeful at the festival was 37-year-old 
Maidstone resident Derek Boyes, who met 
with several potential investors to promote the 
script for his first feature film Blackout. 

Boyes said he was confident the gritty 
thriller, which is about a man with amnesia 
who wakes up next to a dead body in the mid¬ 
dle of the woods, would prove popular.

numbers of refugees

ENGLAND, including Kent, has 
taken in over 90 per cent of 
all migrants who regularly 
arrive through our ports. 

Now the UN has stepped in to try and 
reduce the numbers. 

New parliamentary figures show that 
between 1991 and 2007, some 2.34 million 
people arrived in the UK, with the vast 
majority settling in England rather than 
any of the other British Isles. 

Kent MPs have welcomed a decision by 
the United Nations Refugee Agency to cut 
the number of illegal immigrants trying to 
cross the English Channel. 

It is setting up an office in Calais, where 
thousands of migrants living rough in 
what’s known as The Jungle, hoping to 
jump a ride on a lorry or train into Kent. 

But now the UN wants to convince the 
ragtag army that Britain is not the golden 
mecca that are expecting. 

Camps 

UNHCR spokesman Francisco Galindo 
said they will now attempt to convince 
them to request asylum in France instead. 

Tory MP Damian Green and Labour’s 
Gwyn Prosser welcomed the scheme. 

There are an estimated 2,000 migrants 
in makeshift camps in Calais at any given 
time. 

The UNHCR said migrants sometimes 
stayed at the camps for months before 
stowing away on a truck or ferry. 

There are French plans to bulldoze The 
Jungle by the end of this year and replace 
it with a temporary centre offering 
migrants food and shelter. 

Mr Galindo, who was on a fact-finding 
tour of the town on Thursday, said it was a 
complex situation. 

He said: ‘We are not saying that the only 
solution to the problem is through asylum. 

“It is seen as a French problem, but it 
really is a regional and European problem.”

Drugs gang’s 40-year term 


POLICE are celebrating this weekend after 
one of their biggest drugs busts ever which 
saw 19 people jailed. 

The dealers were sentenced this week, as 
exclusively revealed yesterday by our sister 
paper Kent on Saturday. 

Undercover police officers ensured they 
had bought and tested heroin and crack 
cocaine from dealers before they made a co¬ 
ordinated dawn raid on 14 properties in 
February last year. 

The operation focused on Tunbridge Wells 
and the total sentences amounted to 40 


years. 

Det Insp Tom Richards from Kent Police’s 
Serious and Organised Crime Unit said: 
“This investigation was launched to investi¬ 
gate drugs supply in west Kent. 

“Our aim was to get to the people active¬ 
ly distributing heroin and crack cocaine 
and get them off the streets. The under¬ 
cover work was just one aspect of the 
investigation. 

“The team doing all the paperwork to get 
all the evidence together were just as valu¬ 
able to the success of this case. 

“When we arrested the network, many of 
them were users themselves who were sup¬ 
plying drugs to fund their own habits.

A statement from the cross-party Balanced 
Migration group, which is jointly chaired by 
Labour’s Frank Field and Conservative 
Nicholas Soames, said: “The political estab¬ 
lishment is in denial on immigration even 
though it is of concern to nearly 80 per cent of 
the population.”

Alienated 


Green, MP for Ashford, said the UNHCR 
move was a “gesture worth making”. 

“But I remain to be convinced as to how 
effective it will be,” he said. 

“It is only three people... and these 
(migrants) will have travelled, in many 
cases, halfway across the world.” 

Dover MP Mr Prosser said the fact the 
UN was independent of the French and 
British governments gave it credibility. 

“I hope they will be able to dissuade 
those who think there is a land of milk and 
honey over here that things are not like 
that,” he said. 

And something does need to be done 
about the constant flow of people, which is 
putting pressure on schools, hospitals and 
most other services. 

According to the Office for National 
Statistics, England’s population will rise 
by 16 million in the next 15 years, mainly 
fuelled by immigration. 


But last year the House of Lords’ economic 
affairs committee concluded record levels of 
immigration had brought no economic benefit 
to the country. It said in some areas, existing 
workers have been displaced and alienated. 

Just what this costs the country is regular¬ 
ly debated. 

The Home Office claims through tax and 
spending, immigrants contribute £2.5 bil¬ 
lion more in taxes than they cost in public 
services. 

But Professor Robert Rowthorn of 
Cambridge University said it all depends on 
how this is calculated and he claimed once 
you add in the full costs of those services to 
which they are entitled like NHS treatment, 
schooling, and welfare along others, and 
immigration incurs a £5.6bn loss to the UK.

She has not yet been identified. 

The lorry driver, a 27-year-old man, was 
taken to hospital with non-life threatening 
chest injuries.

The area was cordoned off and residents 
evacuated while the device was removed and 
made safe by the Army bomb disposal team.

TV legend pulls no punches on what is needed to save planet from destruction

BRITAIN’S best-known natural 
history film-maker Sir David 
Attenborough has spoken of the 
destructive effect of population 
growth on the environment. 

The broadcaster and naturalist spoke to 
Kent on Sunday ahead of a trip to the coun¬ 
ty to promote his latest book, an update to 
his autobiography, Life on Air, which now 
includes extra chapters on his programmes 
about the lives reptiles and mammals. 

For nearly six decades Sir David, 83, has 
been a regular feature on the BBC, making 
entertaining and enlightening documentaries 
that push the boundaries of film-making. 

One of his latest ventures is becoming a 
patron of the Optimum Population Trust 
(OPT), a think-tank concerned with the impact 
of population growth on the environment.

“It is because the planet is only so big and 
only a finite amount of people can live on it. 

“How do we deal with it? Well, you needn’t 
do anything yourself and nature will deal 
with it. And she will do it.” 

He has said he has never seen a problem 
that would not be easier solved with fewer 
people, and Sir David has spent his career 
travelling the length and breadth of the globe 
studying wildlife and the pressure it is under. 

OPT states on its website the charity is 
“absolutely opposed to any form of coercion 
in family planning”. 

Its aims are to persuade people 
that lower birth rates are vital to 
protecting the planet, and to 
increase access to contraception. 

Sir David said: “Famines and 
wars are increasing as people 
become more overcrowded, and 
that has already started. 

“There are a lot of things we can 
do something about. If people’s 
standards of living increase and 
raise and there is literacy for 
women then birth control happens.” 

Asked whether people should 
then think about having only one 
child, he said: “Yes, I think so.” 

His other recent work has been 
involvement in celebrations to mark

the 200th anniversary of Charles 
Darwin’s birth and the 150th year 
since the publication of his seminal 
On The Origin of Species. 

In Charles Darwin and the Tree 
of Life he took viewers on a journey 
through the great naturalist’s theo¬ 
ry of evolution. 

The programme included footage 
from Darwin’s Kent home, Down 
House, where he wrote On The 
Origin of Species after he returned 
from his five-year voyage on HMS 
Beagle. 

Sir David said he also provided 
the guide to English Heritage’s 


revamped Darwin exhibition at the 
home, near Orpington. 

On Tuesday, he presented a docu¬ 
mentary called Uncovering Our 
Earliest Ancestor: The Link about 
Ida, a 47-million-year-old beautiful¬ 
ly preserved fossil that researchers 
believe provides the missing link in 
human evolution. 

Mankind 

“What Ida does is to show the 
link between primates and the rest 
of the mammals,” he said. “As to 
whether she is on the line for 
lemurs or to human beings that is 


the question that to work out.” 

He said palaeontologists and 
anatomists have been and would 
continue to have lengthy deeply 
technical and detailed discussions. 

“The people who investigated it 
have come to the conclusion that it 
is on the mankind line,” he said. 

“I did not make conclusions one 
way or the other. It is a great thing 
- whatever way you look at it. It is 
a very early example.” 

Asked what Darwin would make 
of it all, he said: “He would be thrilled 
of course. It is a perfectly clear, veiy 
early example and shows the link 


with the rest of the mammals.” 

Sir David said he was making 
some radio programmes before 
heading off to the Antarctic for his 
next documentary, which will be 
exploring the natural history of the 
Poles. 

Many think that he has the best 
job in the world. 

“That’s true,” he added. “It’s 
absolutely marvellous, I cannot 
comprehend I’m that lucky.”

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‘Cinderella’ service under review 


Mental healthcare comes under 

scrutiny from local authorities

CONCERNS over waiting times 
for counselling and inadequate 
provision of talking therapies have 
seen two local authorities launch a 
review of mental health services. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells borough 
councils said councillors would spend three 
months investigating services. 

They urged patients and their carers to 
share their experiences for a report set to be 
published by the end of the year. 

Tunbridge Wells Cllr John Cunningham, is 
leading the working group. He said as chair of 
the Kent LINk, which is the county’s patient 
watchdog for health and social care, he would 
also be looking for details about the state of 
services across the county. 

Shockingly, the local involvement network’s 
2008-09 health check report found that one 


organisation said several of its members had 
experienced racial discrimination in a unit car¬ 
ing for people with mental health problems. 

In another point, a group also said “patients 
with a history of mental illness may be treated 
differently and not have their physical ailments 
attended to appropriately,” the report said. 

Knowledge 

Cllr Cunningham said: “Sometimes we feel 
there is a lack of partnership working between 
voluntary organisations so we will be looking 
at these organisations to see if they are work¬ 
ing together and sharing information. 

“We are aware through correspondence that 
members of the public that have mental 
health problems are unaware of services, how 


they can access them and that there is a lack 
of knowledge among the public. 

“For many years it has been a rather hidden 
thing and brushed under the carpet.” 

He agreed with the commonly used phrase 
that mental health was the ‘Cinderella service’ 
in the NHS. 

“There are more and more people with men¬ 
tal health problems to various degrees,” he said. 

“Kent County Council offers a lot of services 
and a lot of partnerships in services. We will be 
contacting KCC about these services and the 
funding of them. We are also going to look at 
how GPs deal with mental health problems.” 

Cllr Cunningham said the views of local 
people, patients and their families were vital 
for the review. 


“Mental health issues can also be questions 
of loneliness and depression, living alone, 
rather tucked away. So we want to reach out 
and see what we can offer KCC and the pri¬ 
mary care trust (PCT),” he said. 

NHS West is currently carrying out a sepa¬ 
rate consultation on mental health services, 
which was due to be published this spring but 
has been delayed. 

Volunteer organisations and support groups 
for carers and patients have already raised a 
number of points about gaps in mental health 
services with the PCT. 

Cllr Cunningham added any experiences 
submitted to the working group from people 
would remain anonymous. Although the group 
will have no formal powers it will be able to 
make recommendations and highlight issues 
to encourage providers to improve.

THIS risque scene is from the controversial new 
Sherlock Holmes movie which is more psychot¬ 
ic than cerebral. 

Large parts of the new blockbuster were shot 
in the Historic Dockyard Chatham. 

Lock Stock director Guy Ritchie may well 
have creator Sir Arthur Conan Doyle spinning in 
his grave with scenes of Sherlock, played by 
Robert Downey Jr being chained naked to a 
bed with only a pillow to cover his modesty. 

The violence quota has been ramped up from 


the Holmes of old, and the film even includes a 
bare-knuckle fight. 

There were reports things got so crazy 
Downey Jr was knocked out cold on the set. 

It was reported he got too close to a giant 
25-stone, 7ft wrestler called Robert Maillet who 
levelled him with a punch that should have 
missed himduring a fierce fight scene. 

The impact of his fist put the 43-year-old Iron 
Man star on the floor, knocking him out cold for 
six seconds. He then needed six stitches to a 


mouth wound which were apparently adminis¬ 
tered by a film set nurse. 

Jude Law, 35, is his not quite so faithful side- 
kick Dr Watson, who complains of Sherlock’s 
lack of hygiene, playing the violin at 3am and 
the fact he keeps borrowing his clothes. 

There were also claims some of the crew had 
to run when a petrol tanker exploded. 

A Historic Dockyard source said: “The crew 
have started joking about the curse of Sherlock 
Holmes.”

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KENT police are at an “advanced 
stage” on talks to put spy planes 
in the skies over the county, 
writes Chris Murphy. 

That’s the claim from defence contractor 
BAE Systems. A spokesman said: “There 
have been some trials going on around the 
UK, and it’s fair to say talks with the police 
forces interested are at an advanced stage.” 

The spy planes are called UAVs or 
‘unmanned aerial vehicles’. The small flying 
machines are commonplace over the world’s 
warzones and some of them are even armed 
and able to deliver lethal force over 
wide areas. 

But now their 


power could 
be turned on civilians, 
and as wars between countries 
with money to spend start to dry up, 
the developers are looking for new mar¬ 
kets - potentially worth up to £5 billion in 
the next decade. 

Police forces are starting to show an inter¬ 
est in utilising the drones over the skies of 
Britain, and Kent is at the forefront of the 
controversial development. 

While they may have been successful in 
combating the Taliban, it remains to be seen 
if they can be used to protect the public in 
residential and rural areas. 

Possible applications being suggested are 
their use to track muggers, spot stolen 
vehicles, and catch illegal immigrants out 
at sea. 


Essentially, anything visual a 
camera-equipped helicopter 
can do, a UAV will be able to 
match. They are con¬ 
trolled remotely by 
operators on the 
ground. 

On-board cam¬ 
eras are powerful 
and the UAVs can cur¬ 
rently stay in the air for 
around 20 hours - 


much longer than 
a manned helicopter crew 
ever could. 

Police chiefs in Kent and Essex, plus 
senior officials from BAE, have teamed up to 
create what is called the South Coast 
Partnership. 

Favourite to be used over Kent is the Herti 
- or High Endurance Rapid Technology 
Insertion vehicle. 

Sounding like something from a sci-fi 
movie, it is suggested Herti aircraft could 
even spot crimes automatically and then 
guide ground forces to the villains. 

It is reported the UK business could be 
worth around £300 million a year for BAE. 

David Kershaw, business development 
director of autonomous systems and future 
capability at BAE Systems said: “We think 
we can capitalise on opportunities in the 
sector. 

“We believe the way to go is to build from 



the military market, 
then go into the security 
market and finally capitalise on the 
civil market.” 

It set up a global Unmanned Aircraft 
Systems team 12 months ago to provide a 
‘one-stop’ service for customers. 

A spokesman said: “BAE Systems is the 
industry leader in autonomous systems 
and is developing and adapting this tech¬ 
nology for a wide range of land, sea and air 
platforms. 

“At a time when budgetary pressure on 
resources and new and emerging threats add 
to the challenges faced by personnel already 
dealing with everyday incidents and events, 
there could not be a better time to introduce 
autonomous technology to the civil arena. 

“In the future, an operator will simply 
upload a mission plan to the autonomous 
vehicle, send it safely on its way in civil air¬ 
space and then take action based on the 


information 
output pro- 4 
duced by the sys¬ 
tem and its sensors.” 
The Civil Aviation 
Authority will be 
involved to give permis¬ 
sion to fly the UAVs near 
airports. 

It had been hoped Herti 
would be developed for civilian applications 
in time for the 2012 Olympic Games on the 
county’s border, but Kent police have cast 
doubt on that. 

A force spokesman said: ‘We are still in 
talks, but it is unlikely to be in the air before 
the Olympics. There is a lot to be ironed out 
over possible air space conflicts.” 

But there have been strong objections to 
the move. Shami Chakrabarti, the director of 
human rights group, Liberty, said: “It’s a 
grave step in any democracy to use military 
surveillance methods against your own 
peacetime population. 

“Where is the lawful authority for this pol¬ 
icy? When was the parliamentary debate? A 
paradigm shift in privacy protection can’t be 
left to cosy little deals between big business 
and local police.”

VOTING Green on June 4 is about creating 
hope for the future, the party’s spokesman 
told Kent on Sunday. 

The party has 35 candidates in the county 
elections and said that a Green vote would 
give higher priority to cycling, walking and 
public transport, and solar panels on schools 
to reduce their energy costs and environmen¬ 
tal impact.

133 candidates battling 
it out for chance to sit

VOTERS heading to the polls for the 
European Parliament election on Thursday 
will be taking part in the biggest trans¬ 
national election in history.

KENT Labour leader Cllr Mike Eddy is optimistic about his party’s elec¬ 
tion fortunes, despite admitting they could be hit by a poor turnout. 

Fears are growing of record low voting figures amid disillusion¬ 
ment over the MPs’ expenses scandal, but Cllr Eddy said he hoped 
people would not let the actions of a few affect the way local coun¬ 
cils are run. 

He said: “It would be a great shame if people didn’t turn out to vote 
because these elections have nothing to do with what your local MP 
is like. It’s like cutting your nose off to spite your face - if you didn’t 
like your next-door neighbour, would you start being rude to all your 
other neighbours as well? 

“Historically, poor election turnouts seem to have more of an 
impact on Labour than on the Conservatives so it’s going to be 
tough, but I think the people we have had in County Hall are 
extremely good people and there are a good range of other candi¬ 
dates out there. We would like to retain the 20 seats we already have 
and maybe take one or two others as well. 

“The more we have, the more ability we have to stop the 
Conservatives going off and doing things that look good as far as 
headlines are concerned but in reality add no value whatsoever.” 

Cllr Eddy said that as KCC’s main opposition party, Labour plays 
an important role in holding the Tories to account. 

He pointed to the £50 million Icelandic banking problems, and the 
issue of high salaries for senior members of staff as examples as 
well as making sure children’s centres are built in the areas of Great¬ 
est need. a 

Cllr Eddy added: “If we were running the council, we would do the 
job right. We would get away from pet projects like Kent TV and Kent 
Health Watch, and rather than be obsessed with reorganising the 
highways department we would repaint white lines and improve roads 
when they are needed rather than wait for accidents to happen.” 


LIBERAL DEMOCRATS 


TRUDY Dean has urged Kent’s voters to turn out in force 
to avoid them handing too much power to the 
Conservatives. 

KCC’s Liberal Democrat leader fears that despite all 
three major parties being caught up in the MPs’ expens¬ 
es scandal, the Tories will benefit most if the more casu¬ 
al voters decide to stay at home. 

She said: “The county council spends about 80 per 
cent of taxpayers’ money so they need to express a wish 
of how that money should be spent. 

“Staying at home as a result of MPs’ expenses does 
not help the situation in any way at all and could give a 
green light to the Conservative administration to sweep 
things under the carpet. 

“Paul Carter is predicting that they will win 70 out of 84 
seats and something like that is not out of the question, 
especially if the people who would normally have voted 


Labour do not do so. That’s not good for democracy. 

“We’ve been trying very hard to get the message 
across that MPs’ expenses do not apply to county 
councillors, but there’s no doubt people are very cross 
about it. 

“However, some recognise that it was the Lib Dems 
who forced the disclosure of the expenses in the first 
place.” 

There are currently only six Lib Dem councillors sitting 
on KCC, and Cllr Dean said she hoped the party could at 
least retain those seats, despite predicting a tough battle 
ahead. 

She said her and her fellow councillors’ main election 
promises were to cut spending on projects such as Kent 
TV and Kent Health Watch, and provide better long-term 
funding for road repairs. 

Cllr Dean added: “We also want to pursue more eco- 
friendly issues like doorstep plastic recycling and the 
replanting of highway trees, particularly in urban areas to 
help clear the air.”

Water firm installing 
compulsory meters 


THOUSANDS of water meters 
will be installed throughout 
Folkestone from tomorrow as part 
of an ongoing conservation drive. 

More than half the town’s hous¬ 
es are already on the compulsory 
scheme, with a further 11,000 
meters due to be set up over the 
next 18 months. 

Folkestone and Dover Water 
began to introduce metering two 
years ago after the region was 
awarded ‘area of water scarcity 
status’ by the Department for 
Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs. 

It began with a trial scheme in 


Lydd, and since then more than 
8,000 homes have been covered. 

Metering and water efficiency 
manager Ian McAthy said: 
“Meters are usually installed at 
external stop taps that are mostly 
located in pavements or verges. 

“Only a handful will have to be 
installed inside properties so for 
most customers it will take place 
almost unnoticed. 

“Customers will be sent letters 
advising them of when their prop¬ 
erty will be metered, and they will 
also be given an information pack 
that highlights the opportunities 
for water-saving.”

After all, Paul Simpson’s men had inflicted 
an embarrassing 7-0 defeat on our lads ear¬ 
lier in the campaign, while their top scorer 
and player-of-the-year Grant Holt has been 
terrorising defences all season. But of course, 
the football section of Sod’s Law clearly 
states the team you fear most is the team 
you’re going to get.

Fast-forward a few weeks and I’m standing 
on the platform at Chatham railway station 
with my dad, his friend and two of my own, 
trying to stay calm as one of them confident¬ 
ly predicts Gillingham are destined to win. 

Tempting fate is a definite no-no in my 
book, so I’m still amazed I was able to stop 
myself from throttling him with my scarf. 

Perhaps I was too nervous to be angry, or 
perhaps I finally realised one person’s view 
has no bearing on how the game will play out.

But of all those hundreds of fans, it was 
typical that my party would be the one stuck 
in the same compartment as a group of 
drunken, cackling females who made me 
wish I’d travelled by car. In fact, I’d have 
rather walked to Wembley barefoot on bro¬ 
ken glass.

Needless to say, it was a relief when we 
finally arrived in London and were able to 
soak up the pre-match atmosphere. 

Walking along Wembley Way with thou¬ 
sands of other Gillingham supporters is an 
experience in itself, and one I’m glad to have 
enjoyed three times in the last 10 years. 

The match itself was eerily quiet as far as 
our half of the stadium was concerned, which 
most likely was due to the extra 20,000 or so 
‘fans’ that never usually bother to support 
their local team and did not know the words 
to our chants. But nobody cared about that 


when Jackson scored and 
sent the Gills back into 
League One. I certainly 
didn’t, I was too busy jump¬ 
ing around like a madman. 

Despite knowing Gilling¬ 
ham were one of the best 
teams in League Two last 
season, my ‘glass-is-half- 
empty’ football philosophy 
left me almost convinced we 
were going to lose. 

I was absolutely delighted to be 
proved wrong and celebrated that 
night by singing along to 
Ghostbusters in a Chinese karaoke 
bar. As you do. 

There’s nothing quite like football for 
bringing people together, and rarely do so 
many Kent residents unite for a common 
goal than when Gillingham play at 
Wembley.

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Disabled: 
We won’t 
settle for 
half a life 

PEOPLE with disabilities have been left feeling iso¬ 
lated and let down after County Hall bosses closed 
their day centre as part of a modernisation of social 


services. 

Around 100 people attended a 
public meeting to register their 
anger at the way Kent County 
Council handled the closure of 
the Queen Elizabeth Found¬ 
ation (QEF) centre in Dartford. 

Celia Luscombe, who has a 
rare form of the condition atax¬ 
ia, which affects her mobility 
and has left her in a wheelchair, 
told Kent on Sunday: “What 
we’ve been left with is not suit¬ 
able, the building and the equip¬ 
ment is just not fit for purpose. 

“It does not seem to matter 
how much we convey this to 
KCC they just do not seem to lis¬ 
ten, it’s as if they think half a life 
is better than nothing. 

“Our point, is why should we 
settle for that? We are not sec¬ 
ond-class citizens, we deserve 
the same as everyone else.” 

The disabled rights campaign¬ 
ers launched the North Kent 
Disabled Foundation (NKDF) at 
the meeting last week and are 
angry that since the purpose- 
built QEF closed in October last 
year, service users have been 
provided with “inferior and 
incomplete” new facilities. 

Now, more than 100 people 
who used to go to the old centre, 
which was open five days a 
week, have instead been offered 
alternative facilities in Dartford, 
Swanscombe and Gravesend for 
three days a week. 

Split up 

Miss Luscombe, 31, said: 
“They’ve completely split up our 
community. If someone has been 
sent to Gravesend and their 
friend is in Swanley, how are 
they going to meet up?” 

KCC said the QEF centre was 
“outdated” and closed to give 
people more independence, 
choice and control. 

Tom Munns, whose career as a 
solicitor was cut short after he 
suffered a stroke that left him in 
a wheelchair, said the physio¬ 
therapist who used to work at 
the QEF has not been replaced. 

He said: “They [KCC] did 
promise us it was going to be a 
modernisation, which in my 
mind means an improvement 
but things are worse now. I do 
feel I’ve been let down. 

“Quite a few people I used to 
know have just disappeared. 
Whether they have found some¬ 
where else or are staring at four

walls feeling sorry for them¬ 
selves, I just don’t know. 

“I don’t think they’ve been lis¬ 
tening to our concerns, I think it 
is about how much money they 
can save and they’re hoping 
we’ll get fed up and drift away.” 

The 65-year-old said until 
recently one of the alternative 
centres offered only had one dis¬ 
abled toilet. 

Miss Luscombe, who said she 
enjoyed activities that made her 
use her brain, said: “My personal 
feeling is people think when your 
body packs up then every else 
packs up. But I have a healthy, 
active mind and I like to use it.” 

She said since the centre 
closed she has too much time on 
her hands, although she has 
been trying to keep busy setting 
up and maintaining a website 
for her local church. 

Independence 

“The main thing that’s been 
affected is the social aspect,” she 
added: “KCC could have handled 
it much better than they have. 

“When the QEF closed they 
said they were going to integrate 
us into the community but noth¬ 
ing is being done towards that. 
The only able-bodied people we 
see are the agency staff at the 
centre and the bus drivers.” 

A KCC spokesman said: “The 
way in which services were pro¬ 
vided needed to change because 
the Resource Centre [QEF] was 
outdated and was not what 
physically disabled people from 
across Kent tell us they want. 

“Neither did it reflect national 
policy and local priorities in 
respect of giving people inde¬ 
pendence, choice and control. It 
was never the declared intention 
to provide a like-for-like service. 

“We know those who met 
through the Resource Centre 
valued the social aspect of that 
service very highly. That was 
why the new service was provid¬ 
ed in the way it was, including 
the use of direct payments, 
which puts people in charge of 
how they get services. 

“The majority using the serv¬ 
ice have told us they are happy 
with how it is working, but, as 
with any new service, there is 
still work to be done.”

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Daughter ‘left mum’s body 
in the freezer for 20 years’ 


POLICE are investigating after 
finding the body of an elderly 
woman that had been kept in a 
freezer for decades. 

There are reports her daughter was wor¬ 
ried her immigration status would be called 
into question following the death. 

So she hid the body at their semi in Sidcup, 
possibly as long as 20 years ago. Met Police 
said they are looking into the immigration 
inquiry, but have no firm evidence as yet. 

The daughter was quizzed by detectives for

several hours, but was not formally arrested. 

The police said they are trying to get to the 
bottom of the distressing circumstances sur¬ 
rounding the death. 

A Met spokesman said: “We were contacted 
at approximately 11am on Wednesday, May 
20, to attend a residential address in Park 
Mead, Sidcup. Officers found the body of a 
woman in a freezer. We believe the body had 


been in situ for at least 20 years. The 
deceased has been identified as Gulbai 
Freedoon Murzdan, bom in December, 1901.” 

He said a post mortem was scheduled to 
take place on Friday at Farnborough 
Hospital Mortuary. 

The spokesman added: “The death is being 
treated as unexplained and is being investi¬ 
gated by officers from Bexley CID.” 

It is understood the alarm was raised when 
the daughter, Daulat Irani, 83, confided in a 
neighbour. 

Forensic officers carefully removed the 


remains that were deep frozen, and which 
would take time to defrost naturally. 

Neighbours have spoken of their concerns. 
One said: “I think it was an immigration 
thing because her mum was illegal and they 
didn’t want anyone to know.” 

And another neighbour, Ray Dyson, 77, 
told reporters Irani was a “nice old lady” who 
went quietly about her business. 

He added: “This has all come as a bit of a 
shock. The first we knew was when two 
police cars and an officer in a full forensic 
bodysuit turned up.”

Studio goes on 
the record for 
accessibility 

X FACTOR runner-up Ben Mills was 
among the performers at the opening of 
new community recording studios run by 
people with learning disabilities. 

West Track Studios is a purpose-built 
recording, rehearsal and multimedia facili¬ 
ty in Canterbury that is available to hire 
and is fully accessible for people who use 
wheelchairs. 

Jo Kidd, chief executive of Skillnet Group, 
the not-for-profit, community-interest com¬ 
pany that runs the studios, said the facili¬ 
ty’s accessibility to people with disabilities 
was rare in the recording and rehearsal 
business. She said: “Because it is run by 
Skillnet, people with learning difficulties 
work together equally with those without 
learning disabilities. 

“It is available to everyone in the commu¬ 
nity and is run as a social enterprise.” 

Whitstable’s Ben Mills shot to fame after 
coming third on series three of ITVs the 
X Factor in 2006 behind Leona Lewis and 
Ray Quinn. He was among the local artists 
who performed at the launch of the studios 
last week. 

Other performers include Ivan Thompson 
from Hullabaloo, Alan King from the 
Chillbillies, David Gwilliam from the Blue 
Bandits and Martin Elliott. 

Quality 

Mrs Kidd said: “We wanted somewhere 
that people could learn proper skills rather 
than the rubbish that people with learning 
disabilities usually get offered. 

“It is a quality recording studio and I 
know a lot of people have said that in 
Canterbury there is not enough things for 
local bands and musicians.” 

After the launch at the studios in Roper 
Road the party moved to The Farmhouse in 
the city, where two of Kent’s most promis¬ 
ing bands provided the entertainment. 

The Soundcasters, who have a 1960s- 
influenced retro sound and look, and the 
Aquitaine Progression, who take a wide 
range of influences from Muse and Jeff 
Buckley to Radiohead, are the kind of up- 
and-coming artists that will benefit from 
the new studios. 

Mrs Kidd added: “It has to be about the 
commercially viable and we will be charg¬ 
ing rent for people, for professional musi¬ 
cians, so that we can provide discounted 
rates to other charities and not-for-profit 
organisations.”

PROPOSALS to clamp down on 
the American banking system 
could pose a threat to the financial 
sector in the UK, warns an influen¬ 
tial MP 

Sevenoaks representative Michael Fallon, 
who is a member of the Treasury Committee, 
visited Washington last week for a series of 
talks about how the US government plans to 
regulate the crisis-hit financial sector and 
change its risk-taking culture. 

However, the Tory backbencher 
told Kent on Sunday it was impor¬ 
tant the Obama administration did 
not press ahead without working 
closely with Westminster and 
Europe. Mr Fallon said: “Every two 
years the Treasury Committee goes 
to Washington to meet with the US 
Treasury, Congress, Federal Res¬ 
erve and officials from the Federal 
Reserve Bank, as well as other 
agencies and Congressional bodies. 

“Usually we are just keeping in 
touch with them, but on this occa¬ 
sion it was a vital series of meetings because 
the future of the City of London is at stake. 

“The purpose was to discuss banking regula¬ 
tions both in Westminster and in Congress, 
and new draft laws in accounting standards, 
the role of credit ratings agencies and over- 
the-counter derivatives - all the bits that 
caused the American banking crisis two years 
ago. It comes from the G20 meeting where the

governments committed to regulate invest¬ 
ment banking institutions, but we can’t have 
one country doing it on its own. 

“We need to know if these new legislations 
could damage London and whether the 
Americans are likely to legislate first before 
either Europe or Westminster.” 

The US Treasury announced last week 
that it wanted to clamp down on 
the over-the-counter-derivatives 
market - a once-booming ‘shad¬ 
ow’ banking system closely 
linked to the global credit crisis. 

Mr Fallon is concerned that 
unless American regulations fit 
in with those of other countries, it 
could cause further financial tur¬ 
moil for some nations. 

However, he added that it 
might not be all bad news. 

Mr Fallon said: “If the 
Americans over-regulate finan¬ 
cial institutions like they did fol¬ 
lowing the Enron scandal in 2001, they 
could end up driving businesses to the UK, 
so we could benefit in that way. 

“But the UK Government is preparing a 
white paper on its own banking regulations 
so the Treasury Committee will produce a 
report on our visit to Washington with our 
recommendations in July.” 

Mr Fallon was also quick to point out to 


his constituents that there was no time for 
sight-seeing during his stay in the US capital. 

He said: “We had 22 meetings in three-and- 
a-half days, so there was little time for any¬ 
thing else. It was vital for us to understand the 
American approach to new financial regula¬ 
tions and to ensure London doesn’t miss out.”

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Mary’s on a mission to 
save the charity shop

MARY Portas, TV’s self-styled 
Queen of Shops spent months 
working her magic on a charity 
shop, which will be used in three 
episodes of a new BBC2 series. 

The shopping gum worked with staff at the 
Save the Children shop in Orpington to turn it 
from a dingy stereotyped charity dungeon to a 
high-flying fashion store. 

New manager Jo Khalief, 44, said: “She real¬ 
ly did work wonders with the place. 

“I didn’t see the store before the makeover, 
but by all accounts you wouldn’t recognise it 
now. We are all now part of the Mary Portas 
‘living and giving 5 thinking where we involve 
the community in helping to make this shop a 
major success. It is a flagship store now, and is 
such a great place to work.” 

Jo, from Orpington, helped run a Scope char¬ 
ity shop before. She said: “I am not in episode 
one, but am in the next two. It was great fun 
having the cameras here. It was very exciting.” 

A spokesman for Save the Children said: 
“We are very lucky to have the services of 
Mary Portas working with us on this.” 

Portas said: “Charity shops are the poor rela¬ 
tion on the shopping scene.” 

She said charity shops are struggling to grab 
the attention of shoppers in an economic cli¬ 


mate where they should be cashing in. 
Customers are counting the pennies and try¬ 
ing to live greener lives, yet they’re ignoring 
these shops, despite their low-cost stock and a 
free recycling service. 

Portas, 49, believes the time has come for 
charity shops to become a serious contender 
on the high street: “I’m making it my job to 
breathe new life into them and to make them 
a shopping destination.” 

Far from the glamour of high fashion that 
she’s used to, the charity shop sector is a differ¬ 
ent world - one where the majority of her sales 
staff are over 75 and have no retail experience. 


Portas finds that many of them are more 
concerned with making a good cuppa than 
with making the most of their stock - which is 
shabby at best. 

Now in the series Mary Queen of Charity 
Shops, she took six months to try devise a plan 
that could transform any charity shop on any 
high street into a professional and relevant 
money-making retailer. 

Portas is one of the UK’s foremost authorities 
on retail and brand communication and was 
once in charge of Harrods window displays.

MEMBERS of Britain’s only mobility scoot¬ 
er display team trundled along Hadrian’s 
Wall to raise almost £8,000 for a charity. 

The Canterbury-based Red Wheelies - 
whose members all suffer from multiple 
sclerosis - rode 84 miles across the Roman 
fortification in less than a fortnight. 

Money raised from the tiring trek will be 
donated to the Kent MS Therapy Centre, 
which offers therapy, nurse clinics, support 
groups, counselling and advice for patients 
and their carers. 

Team leader Jackie Weeden said: ‘We 
wanted to show people that MS is not the 
end and that it can actually be the start of 
something new and different.” 

It is thought the nine Red Wheelies who 
took part - eight of whom are grandmothers 
- are the first to travel across the 2,000-year- 
old Hadrian’s Wall on mobility scooters. 

The group was formed several years back 
when Mrs Weeden and other users of the 
MS Therapy Centre were told they would 
not be allowed to race their scooters at the 
London Marathon. The women instead 
decided to set up a formation team that 
would perform at charity events. 

Today the Red Wheelies have an eager 
core of riders who meet at least once a week 
to practice and have several performances 
booked for the summer.

Harvey’s Fish Market and Oyster Bar in 
Ramsgate’s Royal Harbour, is due to open 
next month. 

It was shut two years ago, but now the 
former pub will reopen under its new guise 
following a complete £250,000 refit. 

Within 50 feet of the harbour wall, 
Harvey’s will be a dedicated seafood restau¬ 
rant in the country’s only Royal harbour. 

The head chef will be trained at the New 
Angel. 

Harvey’s will become the latest addition 
to the Kent Inns of Distinction portfolio, 
owned and operated by the husband and 
wife team of Richard and Sherry Martin, 
who live in Sandwich.

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Health staff remove magazines to avoid infection but expert says it’s over the top 


Medical centre ‘ahead 
of game’ on swine flu

A MEDICAL centre has 
removed all magazines and 
toys from its waiting room as 
part of a “better safe than 
sorry” policy to combat the 
spread of swine flu. 

While some experts say at this stage 
the move is overkill, staff at the 
Clanricarde Medical Centre in 
Tunbridge Wells are determined to be 
ahead of the game. 

The World Health Organisation said 
once the swine flu alert reaches its max¬ 
imum pandemic level, up from the pres¬ 
ent level five, then surgeries should be 
stripped of anything that might be capa¬ 
ble of harbouring the virus. 

But practice manager at Clanricarde, 
Tricia Gray, said: “I decided to take the 
magazines and toys out because I feel it 
is better to be safe than sorry 

“The World Health Organisation put 
the level up to five, and that’s when I 
took the decision. 

Emergency 

“Better safe than sorry is the way I 
looked at it and we are perfectly happy 
with the decision. 

“Staff members always wipe down all 
the surfaces in their area using antibac¬ 
terial wipes. We all look after things like 
the handrails. 

“This is a case of educating people as 
well. 

“Our priority is the patients that come 
in here. If they want to read a magazine, 
they can bring their own in, and if chil¬ 
dren are upset about the toys, then they 
can bring their own toys in. 

“It has been suggested to us that we 
shouldn’t have toys at all because they 
can pass on not only flu germs, but all 
sorts of germs. 

“We also have a notice on the door ask¬ 
ing people to use the sanitising gel when 
you come in and every single patient 
does it. 

“When we do get a pandemic, then our 
patients will be educated on what to do 
and why it is being done.” 

The Department of Health confirmed 
current guidance is that if a pandemic is 
declared by the World Health 
Organisation, then magazines and 
leaflets along with anything else that 
may be a risk by harbouring moisture or 
dirt should be removed. 

The guidelines read: “All non-essential 
furniture, especially soft furnishings, 
should be removed from reception and 
waiting rooms in hospitals, GP consult¬ 
ing and treatment rooms, day rooms and 
lounges, and accident and emergency 
departments. 

“The remaining furniture should be 
easy to clean and should not conceal or

retain dirt and moisture. Toys, books, newspa¬ 
pers and magazines should be removed from 
the waiting area.”

We don’t have 
very much swine flu in the UK, less than a 
couple of hundred cases and not very much in 
the South East. We are not at the pandemic 


level.” Worldwide, the number of A(H1N1) 
swine flu cases has soared to nearly 13,400 in 
48 countries, with 100 deaths, according to the 
World Health Organisation.

A PUNCH and Judy man who has 
even played for Royalty is releas¬ 
ing a DVD about his life. 

John Styles had to be convinced to take up 
the ‘swazzle’. 

The now 74-year-old was born in 
Walthamstow, east London, but has lived in 
Sidcup, for about 40 years. He said: “The 
whole thing has changed over the decades. 

“Once we could just set up and play the 
Punch and Judy shows, now there is a lot 
more needed, like checks and licensing. 

“But people even today still love the shows. 
Some may worry about the content, but chil¬ 
dren don’t go out and abuse crocodiles, it is usu¬ 
ally just the adults who read too much into it. 

“I still have plenty of calls to do shows, but 
the audiences have changed. This sort of 
entertainment used to be huge, but over the 
years, tastes changed. 

“Television came along, and that closed 
many of the theatres and venues. 

“It is making a comeback as people are 
looking for something different again.” 

Mr Styles’ first venture into the world of 
entertainment came when he took up magic 
and performed at the Walthamstow Palace, 
the Hackney Empire and the Finsbury Park 
Empire just after World War Two when TVs 
were rare. 

He signed up with the London Society of 
Magicians Club’s student club and was told 
about a magician called Oscar Oswald, who 
had a shop selling ventriloquists’ dummies, 
Punch and Judy puppets, and magic tricks.

Mr Styles gave up his office job to the dis¬ 
may of his parents and started working with 
Oswald for two years before his National 
Service, after which he promised to get a 
proper job once back on civvy street. 

Mr Styles’ worked with a young Tommy 
Cooper and the magician David Nixon. 

Then he had to help sort out a Punch and 
Judy double booking, and once he practised 
for hours with the swazzle, the device to pro¬ 
vide Punch’s distinctive voice, he did the show 
and was hooked. 

Celebrity 

In 1953 there were many parties for the 
Queen’s coronation and as word spread, work 
picked up. He even met his wife Barbara who 
offered to carry some of his bags, and today 
she said: “I am still doing it.” 

It was her idea for him to take up entertain¬ 
ing full time, and Mr Styles took the plunge 
with it paying off handsomely. 

He was accepted in to the Concert Artists’ 
Association and his career began to move for¬ 
ward at full steam, with celebrity concerts, 
cruises, cabaret, and television appearances 
on programmes such as The Avengers, 
Crackeijack, Play School, Playaway, Randall 
and Hopkirk Deceased, Rainbow and It’s 
Marty Feldman.

CHANNEL 4 News presenter 
Jon Snow is campaigning in 
tandem with a Kent MP to 
make Britain’s roads safer for 
cyclists. 

The respected broadcaster is president 
of the national cyclists’ organisation 
CTC, which is putting pressure on the 
Government to help promote its ‘safety 
in numbers’ campaign. 

Dover and Deal MP Gwyn Prosser, who 
is chairman of the all-party cycling group, 
is one of those backing the campaign and 
has tabled an Early Day Motion (EDM) 
on the issue in Parliament. 

He said: “When we ask people living in 
the towns and big cities why they don’t 
cycle to work or school, most say it’s 
because they think it’s too dangerous. 

“What we’re trying to say is that even 
though there will always be some ele¬ 
ment of danger, cycling will become safer 
the more people there are doing it. 

“The statistics show quite clearly that 
as the numbers go up the accident rate 
falls. The important message we are 
trying to get across is that it’s far safer 
than you might think it is.” 

Mr Prosser’s EDM asks the House of 
Commons to acknowledge the evidence 
that cyclists gain from safety in numbers 
and to support his view that the 
Government’s draft road safety strategy 
should tackle the fears that deter people 
from cycling - such as traffic speeds, 
irresponsible driving and “hostile” roads 
and junctions. 

So far more than 100 fellow MPs have 
signed the motion. 

Strive 

According to CTC, London has seen a 
91 per cent increase in cycle use since 
2000, together with a 33 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in cyclist casualties. 

Snow, who is enjoying his 20th year as 
the face of Channel 4 News, said: “My 
own experiences as a regular cyclist tell 
me that London’s streets have started to 
get a lot safer, thanks to the growth in 
cycling over the past decade. 

“We all know more cycling is good, not 
just for our health, but also for our com¬ 
munities and the environment. I hope 
decision-makers throughout the country 
will now heed CTC’s message that more 
cycling will improve road safety too.” 

As part of his role as chairman of the 
all-party cycling group, Mr Prosser and 
other members visited Amsterdam to 
see how the Dutch have successfully 
made the bicycle their most popular 
mode of transport. 

When asked if he thought the English 
would ever go the same way, Mr Prosser 
said: “I would love that to be the case and 
that’s something we have to strive for. 

“It’s absolutely amazing to go to 
Holland and see how the bike is king out 
there. The city centres are almost car 
free. They’re light years ahead of us, but 
we’ve picked up a few ideas that we can 
bring back here. 

“The first step is to get people over the 
safety barrier, and then hopefully every¬ 
thing else will follow.” 


Heritage proposal 

THE team behind Chatham’s bid for World 
Heritage Site status have extended their 
proposal to include the River Medway. 

The new boundary adds Upnor Castle to 
the main zone, which centres on Chatham 
Historic Dockyard and its defences. 

The Dockyard and its defences are on the 
UK shortlist of potential World Heritage Site 
nominations and project partners are target¬ 
ing the application date of 2011. 

In order to achieve the status, sites are 
being asked to show how they involve local 
people in promoting their heritage.

‘The most needy 
place on Earth’

A CLERGYMAN has just 
returned from a programme 
in Uganda working with 
poor and distressed families 
- and says more help is des¬ 
perately needed. 

The Rev Kenneth Berkin runs the 
registered charity Friends of North 
Kigezi Diocese from his base in 
Hythe. 

He said: “I am the chair of trustees 
of a small Kent-based Christian 
charity set up in 2005 to reach out to 
orphans and poor and distressed 
families in an area known as North 
Kigezi, situated in the south western 
comer of the country. 

“My work takes me to this part of 
the world for a third of my life, where 
I work as an ordained priest in the 
Church of Uganda. 

“Our diocese covers an area with a 
population of some 300,000 people 
situated in small mral communities 
where life is unbelievably difficult to 
bear. No safe water or sanitation 
exists in these villages and education 
has to be paid for from secondary 
school onwards.” 

He said the areas they operate in are 
some of the most needy on the planet 
and require constant assistance. 

Mr Berkin said the work they do is 
vital to keep many people alive and 
give them a chance to make some¬ 
thing of themselves. He said: “Living 
in an area where a good wage is the 


equivalent of £30 per month, if you 
can get a job, means so very many 
children never get any schooling or 
drop out at the age of 11. I work in 
our diocesan office in the main town 
of Rukungiri reporting to my Bishop 
the Right Rev Dr Edward Muhima. 

“My ministry is to work in mral 
communities and bring some relief 
wherever possible to their daily trau¬ 
ma of existing. 

“Our charity has decided its mis¬ 
sion is to bring practical solutions at 
an affordable price to this much neg¬ 
lected part of Uganda. 

“We have embarked on many pro¬ 
grammes of rainwater harvesting, 
provision of mral com mills, individ¬ 


ual sponsorship for our many 
orphaned children, the setting up of a 
community farm so that all poor vil¬ 
lagers can have their own plot of land 
and a new care and community cen¬ 
tre where distressed orphans and 
families suffering domestic abuse 
can come for shelter and counselling. 

‘We are constantly looking for spon¬ 
sors for our children, donors for our 
care and counselling centre and vol¬ 
unteers who want to come and join us 
to do some practical based work in 
our loving but mral community.”

Stripping back through time 


History books 
torn up after 
building work 

reveals secret 


A HIDDEN past of Canterbury is 
being revealed for the first time in 
centuries as workmen at the old 
Boots store strip back the modern 
day veneers - and now the histo¬ 
ry books will have to be rewrit¬ 
ten, writes Chris Murphy. 

They are literally taking the wraps off 
one of the most recognised buildings in 
Canterbury, now known to be one of the 
city’s oldest dwellings, with parts dating 
back to the early medieval period. 

The old Boots the Chemist building on 
the comer of Mercery Lane and The 
Parade is being developed into shops and 
eight apartments looking out to 
Canterbury Cathedral. It is located at 
the most important crossroads in 
Canterbury. 

The newly named Merceiy Court has 
been carefully scrutinised by Canterbmy 
Archaeology Trust’s senior building 
recording officer, Rupert Austin, working 
alongside Canterbmy City Council’s prin¬ 
cipal conservation officer Clive Bowley. 

As workmen shave off the 20th century 
plaster and coverings of what was once a 
thriving shop, history experts are 
increasingly open-mouthed at what is 
being revealed. 

It has not been an easy job thanks to the 
numerous alterations undertaken over the 
years, including the major work carried 
out by Boots to save the building when it 
was in danger of collapsing in 1931. 

When Boots finally moved out in 2005, 
an archaeological appraisal was carried 
out, but much of the historic fabric of the 
building was hidden by later plaster, and 
shop fittings. 

Felled 

It was not until the site was bought by 
GO Canterbury LLP and the developer 
Glengate Developments started to strip 
back the layers to expose the original 
beams and the surviving medieval walls 
that the actual history of some of 
Canterbuiy’s key buildings was revealed. 

A comprehensive survey by the 
Canterbury Archaeology Trust of the 
historic parts of the building, commis¬ 
sioned by the new owner, has enabled 
a record of detailed drawings and photo¬ 
graphs of areas and materials that have 
not been seen for generations. 

Mr Austin said: “One of the most excit¬ 
ing parts of my job is being the first one 
to see the fabric of a building which has 
not been seen for a long period of time, 
then finding the clues to understand 
what it might have looked like and start 
unravelling its history. 

“We were pleasantly surprised to see 
just how much of this historic building 
has survived and we are now working on 
collating this new information and 
updating our historic records.” 

Tree-ring dating in some of the oldest 
part of the buildings has confirmed that 
the timber used in construction was 
felled around 1345. 

Another surprise was the discovery that 
the roof of the building had looked com-

pletely different to what had been thought. 

Mr Austin said: “I previously assumed the 
roof had been Tapped’, meaning it had slop¬ 
ing ends rather than gables, but I have now 
discovered evidence showing there had in 
fact been a series of gables running down 


Mercery Lane. This would have been impres¬ 
sive to look at. 

“More than 20 years ago we drew a recon¬ 
struction of what we thought the centre of 
medieval Canterbury looked like. We will now 
have to revise this drawing.” 


Clive Bowley is now ensuring the historic 
parts of the building are preserved. 

He said: “Unravelling the history is like 
putting clothes on the body of the building. 
The trick is understanding what is going on 
and working with this. 

“We have worked hard with the 
Archaeological Trust and the developer’s archi¬ 
tects to ensure the historic elements of this 
iconic building are repaired authentically.” 

Where the building has distorted and 
dropped owing to rot over the years, the 
structure has now been painstakingly 
repaired with matching materials. 

Mr Bowley praised the positive attitude 
shown by Glengate Developments in work¬ 
ing hard to protect the history of the build¬ 
ing, despite the considerable final costs of the 
building project. 

And he added: ‘We have another bit of the 
jigsaw puzzle of how Canterbury was. It is 
very exciting.”

Cancer patients urged to 
talk about their love lives 


CANCER patients whose ill health is 
destroying their sex lives are being encour¬ 
aged to speak up about the issue. 

Victims of the wide-ranging disease can 
suffer both physically and mentally as a 
result of their treatment, but the effect on 
their sexual relationships is a topic rarely 
discussed. 

The Macmillan Cancer Support charity 
aims to change all this with a new campaign, 
with health organisations throughout Kent 
lending their support. 

Sarah Bucknell, lead nurse for chemothera¬ 
py service at Medway NHS Foundation Trust, 
educates the nurses she trains to initiate the 
topic with their patients early on, but admits 
it is not common practice among many. 

She said: “It’s just not discussed and this is 
a big area of concern for me. 

“Often nurses don’t bring it up because 
they think patients will mention it if they’re 
concerned, and patients don’t bring it up 
because they feel awkward or don’t think 
they should. 

“So we have a huge chasm in the middle and 
I think this is wrong because we live in such a 
sexually-explicit society these days that there 
is no need to sweep it under the carpet.” 


According to a Macmillan survey, one in 
seven cancer patients said they separated 
from their partner as a result of their ill health 
and half of those who were single said they 
had been put off starting a new relationship. 

It also found that two-thirds of sufferers 
had not spoken to their doctor about the 
issue, nor been offered any advice. 

Senior cancer information nurse Stuart 
Danskin said: “Cancer can leave a lasting 
impact on a person long after treatment 
ends. People usually think of the hair loss 
and other side effects of cancer, but often it is 
how it affects a person’s feelings about them¬ 
selves that can be most distressing. 

“It can leave people’s confidence shattered 
and body image low, and make it psychologi¬ 
cally or physically difficult to have sex at all.”

FROM legendary authors and 
historical figures to modem day 
rock stars and sporting heroes, 
many great men and women have 
called Kent home. 

Whether it’s for writing books that millions 
still read today, or for striking gold at the 
Olympic Games, these much-loved figures 
will forever be remembered for the pride 
they have given to the county. 

So to celebrate the achievements of past 
and present heroes like Charles Dickens and 
Kelly Homes, KOS Media is compiling Kent’s 
Top 100 All-Time Greatest People list and is 
looking for suggestions from our readers.

The creator of such well-known characters 
as Noddy and The Famous Five went to St 
Christopher’s School in Beckenham, 
Bromley, and left in 1915 as head girl. 

Most of these names are recognised 
throughout the world, but there are other 
less famous people who perhaps also deserve 
a place on our countdown. 

John Morton, for instance, is a professor at 
the University of Greenwich at Medway, and

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Duke switches Hever Castle 
onto a greener 21st century

THE Duke of Kent was in the 
county to reveal a new greener 
Hever Castle. 

The 12th century tourist attraction is famous 
for being the childhood home of Anne Boleyn. 

But it has now adopted a 21st century 
approach to becoming more environmentally 
friendly and energy efficient. 

The Duke officially switched on Hever’s 
energy efficient biomass boiler, which replaces 
the old inefficient oil-fired and LPG boilers 
with a new 650KW woodchip boiler. 

This uses woodchip waste from local 
sawmills to create heating and hot water for 
the castle, the Moat Restaurant, the Hever 
Shop and even 14 residential properties locally. 

It is thanks to a £139,000 grant from the 
Department of Energy and Climatic Change, 
plus a £100,000 Carbon Trust loan along with 
an estate investment of £460,000. 

Now 80 per cent of the castle’s hot water and 
heating requirements will become renewable, 
saving approximately 390 tonnes of carbon 
dioxide in emissions a year. 

The woodchip fuel is made locally from 
sawmill waste and poor quality timber, and 
will of course include timber from the Hever 
estate. 

With haulage being carried out by local con¬ 
tractors, Hever Castle is minimising transport 
miles and diverting money originally spent on 
fossil fuels into the local community. 

Duncan Leslie, chief executive of Hever 


Castle, said: ‘We’re making a commitment to 
being greener while, at the same time, reduc¬ 
ing fuel bills. 

We’re making the castle as energy self-suf¬ 
ficient as possible without spoiling the 
attraction.” 

The money sounds a lot, but Hever said 
£150,000 of it is attributed to the boiler, plus 
there was a need for a new shed to house it 300 
metres away from the castle itself, and two 
20,000 litre buffer tanks which store hot water 
to be circulated around the castle estate using 
a network of super-insulated pipe work. 

The residential properties are all individu¬ 


ally metered so Hever can monitor heat 
usage throughout the site. 

Hever Castle has a history of energy initia¬ 
tives. When William Waldorf Astor bought 
the castle in 1903, he spent five years restor¬ 
ing and improving the castle, ensuring it was 
totally self-sufficient, with its own coal-fired 
power station and private water supply. 

When Mr Leslie joined Hever Castle as 
chief executive in 2006, he had a similar 
vision. But he not only wanted to make the 
castle energy self-sufficient, he was also keen 
to becoming greener while reducing the ever- 
rising cost of fuel bills. 


Kent’s Monopoly 
finalist to miss 
Vegas showdown 

MONOPOLY master David Hudson’s chances 
of picking up a £13,000 prize went bankrupt 
when he lost in the UK championship finals. 

The chartered surveyor from Bromley was 
one of 15 Brits battling it out for a place in the 
world finals of the competition, which will be 
held later this year in Las Vegas with the mon¬ 
ster jackpot at stake. 

And despite failing to qualify for the money¬ 
spinning event, the 58-year-old said he was not 
prepared to hang up his sports car-shaped 
playing piece just yet. 

Fun day 

Mr Hudson said: “I won my first game but 
lost the next two, but it was a fun day out nev¬ 
ertheless. I didn’t get the luck or the right 
properties, and I didn’t get in the right posi¬ 
tions to make many deals. 

“But these tournaments take place every 
four years, so I’ll be up for the next one and 
hopefully I’ll make it to the world finals.” 

Mr Hudson said he found out about this 
year’s competition on the internet but had 
actually played in it on a number of occasions 
in the past - the last time being in 1987. 

He said: “I reached the final game of the UK 
championships three times, but I’ve lost on 
each occasion too.” 

According to the game’s manufacturer 
Hasbro, Monopoly is the most-played board 
game in the world, with more than 750 million 
people having picked up a community chest 
card or been sent directly to jail.

TODAYS planners must learn 
from the unsympathetic redevelop¬ 
ment of a town in the 1960s and 
70s, a local historian has urged. 

In his fifth book exploring the modem histo¬ 
ry of Ashford, Steve Salter takes a nostalgic 
look at his hometown over the past 60 years, 
from a time when its streets were awash with 
independent shops, using more than 300 pre¬ 
viously unseen images. 

The 35-year-old began researching the histo¬ 
ry of Ashford as a 10-year-old boy and now has 
an archive of250,000 photographs of the town. 

“What interests me is the changing face of 
the town,” he said. “I’m an Ashford boy and 
that has been a real feature in my lifetime and 
even before. 

“The year I was bom, 1974, was a key year in 
the town’s history. The ring road was brought 
in and they knocked a lot of houses and busi¬ 
nesses down. 

“Ashford did not escape lightly under the 
compulsory purchase laws and a lot of stuff got 
knocked down and architectural gems were 
lost for good. The planners of the 1960s and 
70s got away with murder.” 

Bull-dozed 

In his latest book, Remembering Ashford, 
the author includes a selection of photographs 
of old shops that were popular in pre-ring road 
days, but were bulldozed after the town was 
first labelled a designated growth area. 

“All in all, Ashford could not have stayed the 
way it was,” Mr Salter said. 

“It was pulled apart in the Sixties and 
Seventies because of the growth and it was 
designed as a growth town back then. 

“In 1959 an agreement was signed between 
what was then Ashford Urban District Council 
and London County Council for so many 
homes in the London overspill agreement. 

“Basically, Ashford had to grow but it has not 
always grown gracefully in all aspects.” 

Comparisons can easily be drawn to current 
plans for Ashford, which is set to double in size 
by 2033. 

However, Mr Salter believes this time round 
the lessons of the past have been learnt. He 
said: “It is not the council of today that have 
caused the problems of today. 

“They have looked at the areas of the town 
such as the churchyard and North Street and 
taken a stance not to touch them. 

“The councillors have indicated the conser¬ 
vation areas in various parts of the town will 
not be built on. That decision should have been 
taken years ago.” 

One building that lost an unusual architectur¬ 
al feature as a result of unsympathetic develop¬ 
ment was the Methodist church in Bank Street. 

In Mr Salter’s book he notes next to a picture 
of the building from 1962 that the local coun¬ 
cil “sinfully” allowed developers to remove its 
beehive-style porches in 1969 replacing them 
with “unsightl/’ Sixties-style brick wings. 

He said it was vital that such mistakes did 
not continue, and added: “The council’s slogan 
Ashford best placed in Britain’ would become

Ashford the town with no identity. 

“If the stance had not been taken with con¬ 
servation areas protected then it would be 
without any identity so they [planners] have 
to be careful.”

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By CHRIS MURPHY 


editorial@kosmedia.co.uk 


SCIENTISTS at the University of 
Kent are starting the final steps in 
fully mapping the seabed of the 
Dover Strait. 

It will help the experts and lawmakers to try 
and make the right decisions to protect its ecology. 

Aggregates for the building industry and fish¬ 
ing are two major businesses using the Channel’s 
resources and it is vital these are not over-exploit¬ 
ed, said the scientists. 

It comes as a American survey team found seri¬ 
ous trawler damage to the ancient wreckage of 
the British warship HMS Victory, which was 
destroyed in a storm in the 18th century. 

The European Regional Development Fund has 
given almost £5m for the mapping work to be 
completed. 

It will be the final of three phases of the map¬ 
ping project which is called CHARM, or Channel 
Habitat Atlas for Marine Resource Management. 

The project will be headed by the Durr ell 
Institute of Conservation and Ecology, known as 
DICE, at the University of Kent.

The work is important because the results will 
become the best reference source when an 
organisation needs to know what’s going on 
under the waters. They can easily discover every¬ 
thing there is to know about the Channel’s 
marine environment. 

The atlas will provide decision-makers with 
vital information to help in the management of 
marine ecosystems and living resources, includ¬ 
ing 16 fish species, such as red mullet, black 
seabream, flounder, plaice, Atlantic herring, 
Atlantic cod and common sole. 

The work started in 2004, when DICE led a 
series of Anglo-French projects to create the atlas 
containing all known data relat¬ 
ing to the English Channel’s 
marine biological resources. 

This is essential for the protec¬ 
tion of the ecosystems and marine 
resources, which are presently suf¬ 
fering the consequences of decline 
in certain fish species. 

The first phase covered the east¬ 
ern Channel with the second tak¬ 
ing in the middle. 

Now with the funding in place, 

DICE is examining the entire 
Channel seabed in detail. 

Stuart Harrop is a professor of 
wildlife management law at 
DICE and project leader of the

previous two phases of CHARM. 
He said: “The English Channel is 
the world’s most crowded ship¬ 
ping lane and also contains vital 
marine and other extractive 
resources, such as gravel and 
aggregate, which are of great eco¬ 
nomic importance to Europe. 

“Policies and laws in this context 
relating to fisheries, resource use, 
water quality, pollution and ship¬ 
ping derive from international and 
European Union sources in addi¬ 
tion to UK and French regulation.

close and informed collaboration 
between the UK and France in this 
complex geographical and regulato¬ 
ry area is vital to protect the 
Channel’s resources. 

“The atlas is a single and dynamic 
source designed to present regula¬ 
tors, policymakers and researchers 
with most of the information 
required to enable the resources of 
the English Channel to be utilised 
sustainably and thus to be main¬ 
tained for future generations.” 

He said DICE staff will play a key 
role in examining strategies in the 
Channel and “assessing European 
fisheries polices and regulation in 
the light of existing law, and imple¬ 
mentation of law and policy, by both 
France and the UK”. DICE said it is 
dedicated to undertaking research 


necessary to conserve biodiversity 
and the functioning ecosystems 
upon which people depend. It has 
trained postgraduates from more 
than 75 different countries with 
many now in influential positions in 
conservation. 


Bulldozers 


One major concern is possible 
damage being done by trawlers to 
the 1744 wreck of HMS Victory. 
American treasure hunters who 
found the remains of the ship last 
year issued the warning after seeing 
the damage. 

Reaction to the impact on the ves¬ 
sel is damning. 

Greg Stemm, chief executive of 
Odyssey Marine Exploration, said: 
‘We were shocked and surprised by 


the degree of damage we found in 
the Channel. 

“When we got into this business, 
like everyone else we thought that 
beyond 50-60 metres, below the 
reach of divers, we’d find pristine 
shipwrecks. We thought we’d be 
finding a rainforest, but instead 
found an industrial site criss¬ 
crossed by bulldozers and trucks.” 

The company has surveyed almost 
5,000 square miles of the western 
Channel bed and found 267 wrecks 
of which 112 have been damaged by 
bottom-trawling for fish. 

HMS Victory has nets and cables 
snagged around cannon and ballast 
blocks. Three bronze cannon were 
displaced. A 42-pounder weighing 
four tonnes was dragged 55m and 
flipped upside down.

A FORMER Liberal MP turned 
photographer has spent the last 
half a century capturing images of 
his travels around a diverse range 
of locations from north Wales to 
north Africa. 

Bill Pitt, who lives in Broadstairs, chose 50 
photographs to appear in an exhibition of his 
work, Around the World in 50 Years, out of 
more than 9,000 slides, and a similar number 
of digital images made since 2004. 

He said: “This show isn’t a ‘world tour’ and 
you’ll find very few conventional world travel 
pictures among the collection. 

“The images are of what took my fancy and 
what I thought might reflect the place or the 
atmosphere of the country I was in at the 
time. 

“Some of my visits were just ‘in and out’ -1 
spent only three days with the Polisario (in 
Western Sahara) for example - and some 
were longer, including a whole month in 
India.” 

Mr Pitt, 72, had never been further than 
the Isle of Wight before he met his wife, 
Janet, in 1959, whom he married two years 
later.

The young couple started travelling, firstly 
around the UK and then to Europe, including 
Germany, Austria and Yugoslavia, which 
included experiencing the contrast of the 
communist state of East Germany in the 
early Sixties. 

“In the early 1980s, I became the Liberal 
MP for Croydon North West and I went on a 
couple of Parliamentary visits to Canada and 
it just built up from there,” he said. 

The photographer’s travels began to extend 
to more far-flung places such as Kenya, 
Morocco, Egypt and China. 

“One of the images in the exhibition is of a 
dead body that I saw during a Parliamentary 
visit to the Polisario in the Western Sahara,” 
he said. 

The Polisario Front, which is an independ¬ 
ence movement for the Western Sahara, has 
been involved in an ongoing conflict over the 
disputed land for 36 years. 

A UN-brokered ceasefire was agreed with 
Morocco in 1991 but a promised referendum 
on self-determination has never materialised. 

A more recent ‘round the world’ three- 



month tour saw the couple spend time in 
Borneo, New Zealand, Australia, the west 
coast of America, and India. 

“The picture of the orang-utan is from a 
refuge in Sepilok [northern Borneo]. They 
have this rope that leads into the jungle. But 
if the orang-utans want to come back to the 
centre they pull along the rope,” Mr Pitt said. 

He said he is also interested in architecture 
and one striking image is of the beautiful 
Jardin Majorelle in Marrakesh, which 
belonged to the French artist Jacques 
Majorelle until his death in 1962. 

The gardens were bought and restored by 
Pierre Berge and Yves Saint Laurent in 1980. 

Asked to choose his favourite trip, Mr Pitt 
said: “I was rather taken by the Masai Mara, 
although I haven’t chosen any photographs 
from there for the exhibition. It was very 
peaceful and tranquil. 

“Flying down the Nile in a hot air balloon 
was amazing and looking out over the tem¬ 
ples. To be honest I haven’t got one place - I 
love seeing countries, diverse countries.” 

Mr Pitt and his sculptor wife will be staying 
closer to home on their next trip when they 
visit friends in France, but are already plan¬ 
ning their next round the world tour.

THE latest additions to the top team 
of the county’s constabulary have 
spoken of their ambition to make 
the force one of the country's best. 

Assistant Chief Constables Alan Pughsley 
and Andy Adams said they were attracted to 
Kent Police because of the force’s ambition and 
forward-looking attitude. 

Mr Pughsley, 43, has been working as bor¬ 
ough commander in Lewisham, south east 
London, where he was responsible for hitting 
national crime reduction targets and improv¬ 
ing public confidence. 

His experience in the Metropolitan Police, 
which he joined in 1994, leading murder inves¬ 
tigations, tackling armed robbery, firearms 
and drug-related crimes will be vital in his 
new job heading the serious organised crime 
department in Kent. 

“I have a background in high-risk crime in 
communities such as knife crime, murder and 
robbery,” he said. “I have a lot of experience 
that I will be bringing to Kent. 

“I’m very aware there will be differences, but 
policing is policing and wherever people live 
they should expect the same service.” 

Mr Adams, 43, has come from the compara¬ 


ble county of Essex and has links to his new 
workplace, having lived near Folkestone as a 
child and his son studies at a Kent university. 

In Essex he held a number of senior posi¬ 
tions, including head of criminal justice, divi¬ 
sional commander and head of corporate 
development. He also worked in community 
race relations. 

The gold firearms commander, (the highest 


level of police firearms qualification), said: “For 
the first three months I want to understand 
what makes Kent tick as an organisation and 
as a county.” 

Mr Adams will be responsible for the polic¬ 
ing of Kent’s strategic road network and also 
public order. 

The force has been widely criticised for the 
policing of last summer’s Climate Camp, an 


environmental protest over plans for a new 
coal-fired power station at Kingsnorth. 

Asked his impressions of what has been 
labelled as “heavy-handed” policing, he said: 
“There have been some very vocal criticisms of 
the way it has been policed. My early under¬ 
standing is that it was a big policing operation 
and like most operations there are things that 
can be learnt, but without having the detail 
yet it’s difficult to say more. 

“The important thing in policing protests is 
to balance the rights of the individual with 
making sure law and order is maintained.” 

Mr Pughsley said although they are both 
responsible for different types of crime, their 
roles were very much linked: “Every bit of seri¬ 
ous organised crime originated in someone’s 
neighbourhood so I will be working closely 
with Andy, bringing the three ACCs together 
and improving public confidence.” 

He added: “The force attracted me because it 
is forward thinking and has started to have 
some fantastic performance and I hope to 
bring my experience and drive it forward.” 

Mr Adams added: “The force has ambition to 
be in the top two of its most similar forces in 
the country and there’s nothing I’ve seen so far 
to say that’s not achievable.” 

The other newly appointed ACC is Gary 
Beautridge, who joined Kent Police in 1979, 
and has been serving as temporary ACC for 
the force since June last year.

It’s time for a revolution

THERE is no question 
that the last few weeks 
have been the worst for 
British politics in my 
lifetime. 

And with very just cause. The 
public are revolted, disgusted 
and appalled. 

This is not limited to those out¬ 
side the political sphere; activists 
who knock on doors, stuff 
envelopes, and deliver leaflets in 
support of their party feel partic¬ 
ularly betrayed. 

But there has been a typically 
British revolution simmering 
away for many years - not vio¬ 
lent but one that has turned its 
back on politicians and the polit¬ 
ical class. The expense claims 
have been the lightning rod for 
this sense of disillusion, disem- 
powerment and disengagement 
from our political process. Politics 
in this country have not been 
right for a long time. 

Power has resided in the wrong 
places - centralised in Whitehall 
with faceless politicians and even 
more invisible bureaucrats decid¬ 
ing our futures. 

We are harassed by illogical 
inflexible procedures and pushed 
around by officialdom. 


Why is it that we are educating 
people more while imprisoning 
them with regulations that 
inhibit their innovation and self- 
reliance? We are making people 
‘compliant’ rather than allowing 
diversity of opinion and approach 
to life and work. 

We have more regulation 
‘police’ monitoring our business¬ 
es and telling our local public ser¬ 
vants how to do their jobs, giving 
them no opportunity to exercise 
their own sound judgement. 

As a people we are becoming 
fearful of risk, inhibited from 
being different, creating a grey 
society that is judged through 
box ticking as either compliant 
and obedient or risky and dan¬ 
gerously ‘adventurous’. 

Our lives have become domi¬ 
nated by rules, not common- 


sense, treating us with no 
respect, showing us little dignity 
and affording us no discretion. 

A radical approach is needed to 
change the nature of politics in 
our country. One that acknowl¬ 
edges the mistakes made by 
those in power, recognises politics 
needs to change fundamentally, 
articulates the solution and then 
delivers. And the radical agenda 
must be to redistribute power 
from the centre to the man and 
woman in every community. 

As a member of the Conserva¬ 
tive Democracy Taskforce I am 
very pleased David Cameron is 
proposing such a radical change. 

It is not just the political 
anorak proposals about select 
committees and parliamentary 
procedure that matters.

I am 60, have worked all my life and am 
treated as though I am a nobody and am of 
no interest to anyone, especially the ‘dole 
offices’ (now called Jobcentre Plus).

Beaney was always grateful and sent 
Rigden personal gifts and also generous 
donations to the dispensary. 

I would be interested to know if Mrs 
Rigden makes any reference to this enduring 
friendship between mentor and pupil in her 
scrapbook.

I apologise for having to write in this rather 
aggressive manner, but what I have seen in 
the last year is truly disturbing. 

Last Wednesday, nearly 100 people from 
mixed walks of life attended a public meeting 
in a call for better services for the adults with 
physical difficulties in North Kent. 

Since the closure of the Queen Elizabeth 
Foundation (QEF) Centre on the Brent, 
Dartford, it is shocking the way the 
Conservative-run authority has callously 
rushed through changes to its daytime policy 
for disabled adults. 

The consultation offered last year has now 
finally proven to be a dictation, a situation 
denied by councillors at the time. 

At the meeting it was agreed that the cob¬ 
bled together ‘facilities’ were not ready on 
time and incorrectly chosen. Simple facilities 
such as toilets with showers and areas for 
classes are still not ready. 

So far the various policy-lead excuses for 
shutting the QEF resource centre have 
proven incorrect, a large majority of the 
attendees spoke at the meeting about the 
feelings of isolation since the QEF Resource 
Centre’s closure and how cobbled together 
new facilities were not ready on time and 
incorrectly chosen. 

Before it comes to voting on June 4 why not 
ask a local adult with disabilities how they 
feel this Conservative administration has 
served them? 

They are hiding behind closed doors with a 
huge £5 million marketing budget whilst the 
vulnerable and us council tax payers suffer. 

As opposed to David Cameron’s nice 
guy image, if the unhealthily strongly 
Tory-run KCC with its business-led ideals 
are anything to go by, they will not think 
twice before cutting vital services from 
our community. 


Indeed, what is more disgusting is that 
those responsible for cutting these vital 
services will not even turn up to meetings to 
listen to members’ issues since the changes 
they introduced. 

This is not good enough, in fact it is callous.

It has left me 
and some 40,000 sufferers open to being 
made fun of and being bullied, but the recent 
Dystonia Awareness Week made steps to 
change this. 

I had a successful career as a teacher but 
this was left in tatters when my dystonia 
went undiagnosed and people around me 
took advantage. 

Once the kids in my classes saw my 
unusual head movements they rounded on 
me and ridiculed the perceived weakness. 

The lack of awareness about dystonia 
took away my self-confidence, my job, my 
marriage and most of my friends. 

Things have only changed for the better 
recently. With support from a sympathetic 
GP and proactive dystonia nurse, I have 
begun to turn my life around with 
treatments that can control the worst effects 
of dystonia, as well as now having the 
reassurance that I’m not on my own. 

This has allowed me to launch a new 
business called Letter Llama, which 
helps bring people together online, 
making new friendships and sharing 
their interests. 

For the first time I’ve got real hope back for 
the future for myself and my daughter.

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E-Class twins seek 
to revive reputation

FOR a motor brand that normal¬ 
ly appears insulated against 
bumps and knocks suffered by 
others, Mercedes-Benz has had a 
roller-coaster ride in recent years. 

Parent group Daimler, a pillar of German 
industrial strength, attempted expansion 
and failed miserably, dumping Mitsubishi 
at the altar, marrying Chrysler and then 
ditching her after seeing the full extent of 
the dowry - or lack of. 

Doubts 

The new Smart brand - sold through MB 
dealerships - had a stuttering start, with 
the roadster coupe and ForFour supermini 
both axed as Daimler battled to restore the 
troubled marque and concentrate on the 
original FourTwo city car. 

Worst of all for Mercedes itself though 
were reliability doubts about the previous 
E-Class range (2002-2009); MB and its 
giant parent did not need this whispering

campaign against its long-running main¬ 
stay model. 

The chief problem was electrical grem¬ 
lins, but early cars also suffered brake 
problems and MB decided on a major over¬ 
haul and makeover in 2006: apart from tar¬ 
geting the main issues reported, all suppli¬ 
ers were also put through rigorous quality 
assessments and 1,000 facelift cars covered 
three million miles of arduous testing 
before the model was passed for sale. 

The effort appears to have restored faith 
and paved the way for a new generation car 
arriving in showrooms for June, priced from 
£27,563. 

This furthers known E-Class standards in 
safety and comfort, adds fuel savings of up 


to 23 per cent and lowers C02 emissions to 
as little as 139 g/km. 

The most notable safety development is 
the automatic emergency braking, activated 
when there is acute danger of a collision. 

All nine engines, petrol and diesel, use 
direct fuel injection to boost efficiency and 
power and this explains the lower overall fuel 
consumption and improved emissions levels. 

All models except the high-performance 
V8s qualify for MB’s eco-friendly 
BlueEFFICIENCY label and the marque 
claims the new E-Class is the world’s most 
aerodynamically efficient luxury saloon - 
four per cent better than its predecessor. 

The new car marks the comeback of a 
coupe version; some glamour to boost 
recovery of the E-Class legend after the 
reliability battering of the mid-Noughties. 

The coupe follows tradition by having no 
centre side or B-pillars - the side windows 
are fully retractable - and it is even more 
aerodynamic than the saloon. Coupe prices 
have yet to be announced.

BRITAIN will gain a fifth Skoda 
model, when the VW-owned Czech 
brand launches the all-new Yeti. 

The newcomer, due in September, is a 
crossover in the Nissan Qashqai mould 
that will be available in two and four- 
wheel drive, with rugged styling to suit 
the urban and rural runabout lifestyles 
that go with either format. 

A higher ground clearance and short 
overhangs suggest it could be quite a 
capable off-roader, while still delivering 
economy and low emissions - some¬ 
thing that stopped the 4x4 phenomenon 
in its tracks when consumers started to 
heed the global warming threat.

VAUXHALL has produced its fastest ever 
estate car - and scariest, if you happen to be a 
German premium brand. 

For the 325bhp 2.8-litre turbocharged V6

BMW’s first Z4 roadster marked a 
radical change of style from its 
retro look Z3 predecessor - some 
might say too radical. 

But the new model arriving at dealers is a 
slick development of the original and the 
German marque clearly saw no need to label 
it Z5. 

However, one highly significant develop¬ 
ment has been applied to the new generation 
Z4 - a folding hardtop to match that pio¬ 
neered by the Z4’s arch rival, the Mercedes- 
Benz SLK. 

Less obvious than the all-season, two-piece 
20-second up or down roof, is the fact that the 
new car is also the first BMW to get the mar¬ 
que’s adaptive M suspension, with electroni¬ 
cally controlled dampers offering three set¬ 
tings to suit driving mood and lower ride 
height by up to 10mm. 

BMW insists that even the most taut 
Sport-i- setting is equivalent to the previous 
Z4’s standard ride, suggesting that the loosest 
option will be relatively comfortable for a 
sports car. 

Prices start from £28,650 with three six- 
cylinder petrol engines offered for now, includ¬ 


ing BMW’s award-winning 3.0-litre twin- 
turbo unit used in the £37,065 flagship Z4 
sDrive35i and developing 306bhp. 

This powers that version to 60mph in 5.1 
seconds compared with the £32,665 mid¬ 
range Z4 sDrive30i needing a second more, 
while the Z4 sDrive23i entry model takes 7.3. 

All are electronically limited to a 155mph 
maximum but, despite their performance and 
larger size against the first generation Z4, 
consumption and emissions are surprisingly 


good; credit for this goes to BMW’s weight¬ 
saving efforts and incorporation of its 
EfficientDynamics technology including 
recharging the battery by recovering energy 
lost through braking, electric power steering 
and reduced rolling resistance tyres. 

However, the car’s target market is proba¬ 
bly more interested to hear that the boot can 
carry a full set of golf clubs anyway, but a sec¬ 
ond set can also be carried using an optional 
boot slot between the two seats.

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HAVING done much to push diesel 
power, Volkswagen is now putting 
weight behind a swing back to petrol. 

And it is using twin forces behind the 
diesel boom - direct injection of fuel plus 
turbocharging. 

The latter is nothing new to cars of course; 
unable to afford developing a bigger engine to 
rival German executive car rivals, Saab 
launched a blown version of its 99 saloon in 
the 1970s. 

Rock solid 

This cult car sparked many wannabes, 
including turbocharged superminis like the 
Renault 5 Turbo, but the technology then was 
a bit hit and miss. 

Which could not be said of the turbo on the 
VW Golf 1.4 TSI (from £15,230) driven here.

It has been deployed here to give what is a 
relatively puny engine extra punch when 
needed, without harming overall fuel con¬ 
sumption and emissions. 

It is also the perfect partner to VW’s new 
generation direct injection technology, 


which will surely revolutionise the petrol 
engine in the same way that common 
rail direct injection transformed the diesel. 

Direct injection boosts compression, efficien¬ 
cy and pulling power, again without damaging 
the green credentials of the engine, while giv¬ 


ing this Golf version all the sportiness most 
owners will ever desire. 

Why push petrol though when diesel still 
delivers lower emissions and better economy? 

Well, Europe’s oil industry is still geared to 
high production of petrol, the fuel remains

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cheaper and, as the VW technology shows, there 
is still fat to be shed from the petrol engine. 

Indeed, experts say it will be harder for diesel 
rather than petrol engines to continue meeting 
increasingly tough emissions regulation. 

As this Golf proves, pairing turbocharging 
and direct injection in this way - and there is a 
storming 160PS (158bhp) version of the 1.4 
engine with a supercharger added for extra 
low-down punch - delivers lots of driving 
enjoyment for the money. 

The test car seemed to skip along and bowl 
around comers. The diesel of equivalent out¬ 
put feels just as quick in the straight ahead, 
but the heavier engine shows up on the bends 
and undoubtedly wears tyres and front-end 
bits more significantly. 

This Mark VI Golf chassis has been carried 
over unchanged from the previous generation; 
VW really pulled out the stops to make the 
Mark V the class leader for handling, at the 
cost of an uninteresting cabin. 

With the car’s platform already tried and 
tested, VW was able to apportion more interi¬ 
or budget this time and it shows in high qual¬ 
ity, passenger comfort and seating, excellent 



yet lightweight sound insulation and superb 
ergonomics. 

The Mark VI is slightly shorter but wider, 
though the wheelbase is the same. The effect is 
to make the car look lower and smarter while 
increasing cabin space and VW has made it 
hard for Mondeo/Passat class owners to argue 
against downsizing. 

As I said, keen drivers are well catered for, 
yet VW also offers its new Adaptive Chassis 


Control (ACC) system, allowing three modes 
for suspension, steering and throttle response. 

It is an impressive piece of tech, and ‘Sport’ 
plus the lively engine delivers a cut-price GTI 
to the hands on the wheel, but ACC adds £705 
to the price of the car. 

Before we all get excited about a petrol 
resurgence though, even VW can’t see it hap¬ 
pening overnight; diesels are expected to take 
60 per cent of new Golf sales and the new 2.0-

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We need Gerrard 
figure, say MPs 

MORE MPs should have business back¬ 
grounds - and the nation needs a Steven 
Gerrard figure to drive it forward and out of 
recession, according to local MPs. 

They were facing around 40 Kent directors 
at a breakfast meeting in Ashford this week 
organised by the county branch of the 
Institute of Directors. 

Roger Gale, Conservative MP for Thanet 
North, Steve Ladyman, Labour MP for Thanet 
South, and Damian Green, Conservative MP 
for Ashford, were at the event sponsored by 
Maxim, the Tunbridge Wells PR and market¬ 
ing agency. 

The Liverpool and England football player 
surfaced during a Q&A session when the three 
were asked if there was anyone in Parliament 
with the vision to lead UK pic. 

“Yes there is,” replied Liverpool-educated Dr 
Ladyman. “Do I know who? No. There are 
many people with the skills and ideas, but 
whether they come together at exactly the 
right moment, that’s what creates a Barack 
Obama. 

“To say we want a CEO [chief executive offi¬ 
cer] is wrong, it’s a different skills set we need. 
It’s a Steven Gerrard rather than a CEO we 
want.” 

The MPs united in the belief that the 
expenses row was masking important develop¬ 
ments in Westminster and had stopped any 
debate over policy for the forthcoming local 
and European elections. 


Cash bonus to create 
keep up apprentices 


A BIG push has been launched to 
get more people - mainly young¬ 
sters - on apprenticeship schemes 
in South East building and electri¬ 
cal firms. 

And the ‘carrot’ to firms is £30 a week for 
every extra apprentice if they meet certain 
criteria. 

Top government advisors and regional busi¬ 
ness organisations have long realised that 
training youngsters and people who have lost 
their jobs will be a big factor in helping the 
UK get out of recession. 

Now training provider Orpington-based 
JTL, one of the biggest in the country, is offer¬ 
ing the government cash inducement, initial¬ 
ly to employers already on its books to step up 
training, especially in the building sector. 

Known as the Apprenticeship Expansion 
Scheme, the initiative will be targeted at first 
at firms on JTL’s books which have a track 
record in providing well-trained apprentices 
and need support during the downturn to

expand their numbers. It already works with 
a total of 300 South East outfits and provides 
300 apprentices. 

Chief executive Denis Hird said: “Initiatives 
like this are very timely and welcome, every¬ 
one knows someone who is suffering in the 
present climate but if employers do not take a 
long-term view they will not have the skilled 
staff available to undertake future projects.” 

Workforce 

The £30 subsidy will be paid for 12 months 
and payment is made to the employer by 
BACS upon receipt of the attendance record 
indicating that the apprentice has been pres¬ 
ent or authorised absent. 

Full details from JTL training officers and 
apprentice applicants will go through exist¬ 
ing rigorous JTL criteria before they are rec¬ 
ommended to an employer. 


Skills secretary John Denham said: “The 
businesses we have signed agreements with 
will be able to train more apprentices, thanks 
to the £llm of total funding. 

“In these tough times we are determined to 
do all we can to support business to prepare 
for the upturn and continue to invest in 
improving the skills of the nation’s workforce.” 

The Government is aiming to ensure suitably 
qualified young people will have the right to an 
apprenticeship place and over the next 10 
years one in five young people will be able to 
start an apprenticeship with 400,000 appren¬ 
tices on recognised programmes by 2020. 

JTL apprentices are more likely to success¬ 
fully qualify in their chosen occupation. 

Around 70 per cent of the young people 
who have started each year with JTL will 
complete it, compared to a national average 
of 50 per cent. Across the nation JTL sup¬ 
ports 10,000 apprentices and works with 
4,000 businesses.

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Scheme 
to tackle 
shortage 
of talent 

SOUTH East employers in sci¬ 
ence-based industries can design 
their own apprenticeships, thanks 
to a new initiative aimed at tack¬ 
ling a shortage of technicians. 

Cogent - the Sector Skills 
Council (SSC) for the chemicals 
and pharmaceuticals, oil and gas, 
nuclear, petroleum and polymer 
industries - is offering a faster and 
less bureaucratic way for these 
companies to bring on new talent. 

Instead of having to go through 
the former Approvals Group 
process, as of August 3 employers 
can use the SSC to help them 
quickly identify apprenticeship 
needs specific to their sector - plus 
apply for funding. 

And, if there isn’t a suitable 
apprenticeship scheme already in 
existence, and employers comply 
with the Apprenticeship Standards 
for England, then they will be 
given the green light to design 
their own apprenticeship specially 
customised to their business. 

The science industries in the 
South East turnover £22,000 
every minute - contributing £4.4 
billion to the UK economy - and 
employ 58,200 people across 5,400 
companies. 

Balance 

Cogent apprenticeship manager 
Ian Lockhart said: “As of August 3, 
all the old methods of approving 
apprenticeships disappear. Any 
employer, training provider or fur¬ 
ther education college can submit 
an Apprenticeship Framework free 
of charge. Copies of the guidelines 
for this process can be optioned 
from the Cogent website.” 

Cogent’s existing Apprenticeship 
Framework sets a clear and under¬ 
stood standard for its industries 
with the appropriate balance of 
generic and industry specific skills. 

Its research shows that there 
are too few technicians coming 
into the sector and this project 
aims to reverse this trend, by tai¬ 
loring the provision so it works. 

Employers have said they value 
the scope that apprenticeship pro¬ 
grammes can have for improving 
the selection and socialisation of 
young people who are prospective 
long-term employees, but their 
willingness to participate depends 
primarily on how they perceive 
the technical content of the voca¬ 
tional qualifications - and the rel¬ 
evance of these to their business. 


‘Ostrich’ attitude blasted 
in report on major risks 


NEARLY a half of business¬ 
es in the region haven’t got 
plans to cope with an emer¬ 
gency such as extreme wea¬ 
ther or technology failure. 

Now they’ve been blasted in a 
report for their complacency and an 
‘ostrich approach’ to warnings from 
government, insurers and customers 
about major risks which could ham¬ 
mer them. 

In fact, they could easily face dis¬ 
ruption and closure according to A 
Decade of Living Dangerously pub¬ 
lished by the Chartered Management 
Institute and Cabinet Office. 

It reveals that despite employers 
fearing electronic attack and massive 
staff loss, many have failed to change 
contingency plans over the past 10 
years. 

Key findings include: 

• Poor protection: Just 52 per cent 
have a plan in place to cope with

• Weathering the storm: 51 per 
cent of business are worried

disruption to their services. 

“In short, the UK will continue to 
suffer lost revenue unless business 
continuity management is taken 
seriously from the top, and 
throughout organisations.” 

Bruce Mann, director of the Civil 
Contingencies Secretariat in the 
Cabinet Office, says: “It is easy to 
put off attending to risks, and let 
thought of business continuity 
preparation slip down the agenda. 

“This short-sightedness can be 
extremely costly. A failure to pro¬ 
vide adequate protection could 
mean more than a minor headache 
lasting a few hours or days, but 
could mean a loss of trade to com¬ 
petitors and the eventual failure of 
an organisation.”

Four out of five women property

LET children go wild - so says an 
adventure programme company in 
reply to the latest findings from 
Natural England which show that 
woodlands, countryside and parks 
have become out-of-bounds to a gen¬ 
eration of‘cotton wool kids’. 

The survey, marking the launch of 
Natural England’s One Million 
Children Outdoors, a programme 
encouraging more children to visit the 
countiyside, found that fewer than 10 
per cent of children played in natural 
places, compared with 40 per cent of 
adults when they where young. 

Results also revealed that contact 
with nature has halved in a generation 
and that the overwhelming majority of 
children now want more opportunities to 
play outdoors, with more than 81 per 
cent of children saying they would like 
more freedom to play outside. 

But Go Ape, which has seen over a 
million tree-trekkers at its high-wire 
forest courses across the country, 
including its locations at Bedgebury 
Forest and Leeds Castle, says it tack¬ 
les the risk averse culture head-on. 

Chief ‘gorilla’, Tristram Mayhew, 
says: “We are committed to doing our 
bit to keep the ‘adventure’ in adven¬ 
ture, and counter the epidemic of the 
‘cotton wool’ culture which concedes to 


the notion that ‘all risk must be bad’. 

‘We believe that zero risk equals 
zero development, and that responsi¬ 
ble risk taking generates important 
societal benefits, such as building 
self-confidence and encouraging an ‘I 
can’ rather than an ‘I can’t’ attitude.” 

Rebecca Mayhew, communications 
director, said: “Participants absorb 
valuable risk assessment and risk 
management skills, while having a 
naturally thrilling time on an envi¬ 
ronmentally responsible and sus¬ 
tainable activity.” 


Poul Christensen of Natural 
England said: “Whether through 
pond dipping or tree-climbing, 
nature-based activities can play an 
important role in the development of 
children. The natural environment is 
there to be explored by children, it is 
their right.”

Plans drawn up 
to showcase all 
things Chinese 

PLANS to build an exhibition and conference 
centre at Manston to promote China have 
been drawn up as part of the mega China 
Gateway project. 

Developer Commercial Group Properties 
has signed a memorandum of understanding 
with the United Nations Industrial 
Development Organisation to set up a joint 
venture, according to Property Week.com. 

So far CGP has been unavailable for com¬ 
ment. Reporter Deirdre Hipwell wrote that 
the joint venture will build, fund and let the 
centre and that the AIM-listed company said 
the venture will also include an ‘industrial 
hub’ encompassing a wide range of activities, 
businesses, organisations. 

The centre will apparently promote 
‘Chinese business in all its myriad guises’ to 
the UK and EU, as well as the massive 
nation’s arts and culture, tourism and natu¬ 
ral beauty and investment into China. 

It is understood the centre will be managed, 
promoted, developed and maintained by CGP 
or a subsidiary or nominated company. 

Phase one of the China Gateway has 
received planning permission, but phases 
two and three will have to wait for possible 
redesignation of land use around the area. 

David Foley, chief executive of Thanet and 
East Kent Chamber, said the whole project 
could bring around 1,200 jobs to the area. 
However, environmentalists are against the 
proposal. 

A deal has been signed with Chinamex, an 
investment company backed by the Chinese 
Government. 



Stepping up to 
the mark for 
Olympic badge 


A ground-breaking new online resource 
created by staff linked to a degree course at 
the University of Kent, and the PULSE proj¬ 
ect of social enterprise company Future 
Creative, have been given the award. 

The London 2012 Inspire Mark signals 
innovative and exceptional projects that are 
directly inspired by the 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. 

Inspire culture projects are a key part of 
the London 2012 Cultural Olympiad. 

The website, which will provide a wealth of 
information, contacts, production support 
and expert advice for the outdoor perform¬ 
ance sector across the country, is the brain¬ 
child of Gavin Carver, course director for the 
university’s creative events degree based at 
Medway campus. 

Festival 

Mr Carver’s COPOR project - which stands 
for Celebratory and Outdoor Performance 
Online Resource - has been developed by 
staff from Kent’s web team during the past 
year, and is due to go live this summer. 

It will offer a ‘one-stop shop’ for anyone 
with an interest in this field, from creative 
arts professionals to community, voluntary 
and not-for-profit organisations. 

The accolade also means that Kent 
becomes the first university in the South 
East where staff have received the Inspire 
Mark for one of their projects. 

Mr Carver said: “The core idea was how we 
might support community celebrations with 
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some kind of digital ‘tool-kit’ for making out¬ 
door performances. Street and celebratory 
arts have very little academic information to 
draw on, so I’m hopeful this will provide a 
ground-breaking resource for the sector.” 

The COPOR project has also been funded 
and supported by Arts Council England, 
Kent County Council, South East England 
Development Agency (Seeda) and Medway 
Council. 

In 2008, Creative Events student Bema 
Ucel was selected by the London Organising 
Committee of the Olympic Games and 
Paralympic Games to help produce and 
stage-manage the handover ceremony at the 
end of the Beijing Games. 

PULSE aims to develop young people to 
become cultural entrepreneurs of the future. 
It’s supporting young people aged 11 to 24 
years to develop partnerships with eight 
Kent-based cultural organisations. 

The young people will design and lead pub¬ 
lic cultural events throughout Kent based on 
expertise of each cultural partner organisa¬ 
tion. The events will involve new cultural 
work being performed or commissioned in 
each instance and include a variety of dance, 
theatre, music, community art and sculpture 
and street festival. 

The next event will be held at the Orange 
Street Music Club in Canterbury on June 8 
in partnership with Music for Change.

Edward Dillon and Kenneth Hutchings both failed 
to score, but a brilliant, unbeaten 59 from Edward 
Humphreys steered Kent home for the loss of three 
wickets. 



50 YEARS AGO - MARGATE chairman 
WH Graham pleaded with supporters to 
stop “pulling the team to pieces” when 
things were going against the side. 

A promotion push was unveiled, in a bid to stop 
falling attendances. “It is felt that only a winning side 
will be followed,” an official said. “It is better to try 
and fail than not to try at all.” 

Crowds had dwindled by an aggregate of 10,000 
over the previous season, to a total of 75,755 for the 
1958/59 campaign (an average of around 3,000 per 
game) but the club had raised £1,700 towards the 
installation of floodlights at Hartsdown Park and more 
than 9,000 individuals had contributed in some way. 


25 YEARS AGO - JIM Thompson pre¬ 
dicted Maidstone United would be play¬ 
ing second division football by 1990, 
ahead of the Football League AGM in 
London.

Kingsmead a public 
success turned sour 


Going over 
old ground

IF EVER a sporting venue went 
to the dogs, it was Canterbury’s 
Kingsmead Stadium. 

Built on the site of an old rubbish tip, it 
housed football, athletics, speedway and 
even wrestling. Greyhounds then moved in, 
before the slide back down the evolutionary 
scale was completed when property develop¬ 
ers took over. 

Kingsmead was once a noble venture, a 
stadium built from public donations to 
replace City’s old ground at Bretts Corner. 

Revived 

A side called Canterbury City had played at 
Wincheap Grove from 1901, but didn’t survive 
the decade and though other senior sides 
came and went, the name 'City’ wasn’t revived 
until three years after World War Two, when 
a new club joined the Kent League. 

They moved into Kingsmead in 1958, but 
when Canterbury played football there, the 
venue generated so little atmosphere one 
might have been attending a party that had 
just been killed by the floor-clearing Russ 
Abbott tune of that name. 

“You just couldn’t compare Kingsmead 
with Bretts comer,” the author Dave Elliott 


said. “And the main problem was the 
distance between the fans and the pitch.” 

City had their moments at Kingsmead, 
notably in the FA Cup, when 3,000 watched 
them lose 6-0 to Torquay in 1964, but with suc¬ 
cess, fleeting gates dwindled to three figures 
and then, on one infamous occasion, just 13. 

For a time the venue was kept going by 
speedway. The Canterbmy Cmsaders, who 
started racing in 1968, pulled in crowds of up 
to 7,000, during their two decades of existence. 

In that time they won two national titles, 
in 1970 and 1978 and staged a number of 
international fixtures, but they also had to 
go to court for the right to keep staging 
meetings and eventually had to give up in 
October 1987, when the noise became too 
much for the neighbours. 


Greyhound racing took over for a while 
but City’s fortunes seemed to decline in 
synch with the venue’s. 

In 1994 they dropped into the Kent 
League and by the end of the millennium 
they had abandoned the ground. 

Having stmggled to get crowds in their 
home city, even fewer people were prepared 
to watch them in Faversham and the 
2000/2001 season finished the old club off. 

They finished rock bottom of the Kent 
League and in one game had four players 
sent off - one player for every point they won 
during the campaign. 

City’s subsequent resurgence in the Kent 
County League is one of the happier stories of 
the past decade. Kingsmead’s fate, a public 
success story turned sour, was sadly different. 


Indy points for Conway 

HAVING got off the mark in the Indy Racing 
League at the fourth attempt last Sunday, 

Mike Conway will be looking to build on his 
relatively modest points total this weekend 
when he competes in round five of the cham¬ 
pionship in Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 

Life on the Indy circuit hasn’t been too easy 
for Sevenoaks driver Mike Conway, who 
joined the Dreyer & Reinbold racing team at 
the start of the year, after spending 2008 on 
the GP2 circuit with Trident Racing. 

In his first outing for his new team he 
crashed out on the first comer St Petersburg, 

Florida and was beset by mechanical prob¬ 
lems before spinning off at Long Beach, 

California, in the second event. 

It was third time unlucky when he clipped 
the wall in Kansas and his preparations for 
the showpiece event in Indianapolis itself 
were hindered when he span at 220mph dur¬ 
ing practice and suffered bmised ribs and 
concussion. 

Remarkably he was discharged from hospi¬ 
tal in time to start in 27th place on the grid 
and over 200 laps managed to overhaul a 
number of drivers before finishing 18th,

It will certainly help 
attendances - we averaged 5,200 last season 
and we would be hoping for 6,000 or more 
next season.” 

The figure is still only a fraction of the 30,000 
who travelled to Wembley last weekend to 
cheer the club to victory at Wembley. Thousands 
also turned out for a victory parade in Medway 
last Monday to celebrate promotion.

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Stevens return boost for Spitfires

THE return of Darren Stevens from injury is 
the boost the Kent Spitfires need in their 
bid to regain their Twenty20 crown, according 
to director of cricket Graham Ford, writes 
Glenn Pearson. 

The all-rounder missed the whole Friends 
Provident Trophy campaign with a spiral frac¬ 
ture of an index finger, but returned in true 
swashbuckling style in Kent’s 62-run win 
against the Middlesex Panthers at Lord’s on 
Wednesday night. 

The former Leicestershire man smashed an 
unbeaten 59 from just 26 balls which included 
10 fours and a six to help the Spitfires avenge 
their defeat to Middlesex in last season’s final. 

With the 33-year-old back to bolster the mid¬ 


dle order, Kent’s batting line-up looks far more 
complete. 

Ford said: “Let me tell you that other sides 
would die to have him playing the way he did 
at Lord’s. If we can get him in that kind of form 
it’s going to be good for us. In that type of mood 
he takes the game away from the opposition so 
we are hoping he maintains that sort of form 
as he is a great weapon.” 

Another to have returned to the Kent ranks 
is South African Ryan McLaren who has been 
away with the Mumbai Indians in the Indian 
Premier League. The fact he didn’t feature in 
the competition means he is fresh and ready to 
go, according to Ford.

I WAS thinking of beginning this 
column with a full account of how 
I took my maiden first-class 
wicket - Northamptonshire’s 
David Willey in our opening 
County Championship match - 
but the upcoming ICC World 
Twenty20 is probably a little bit 
more important. 

It is very important for England and, of 
course, it is very important for me. After a 
while out of the senior England set-up, to be 
selected for this tournament is a huge boost 
to my career - and an opportunity to show 
what I can still do that I must take. 

I imagine I will be opening the batting, 
along with Ravi Bopara who opens for 
England in 50-over international cricket, 
and of course I am extremely excited about 
the prospect of being involved. 

The World Twenty20 is going to be a fasci¬ 
nating event, especially with the advances 
we have seen in strategy and technique 
since Twenty20 cricket came on to the scene, 
and from England’s perspective it is a 
chance - on home soil - to surprise a few 
people. 

One of the most intriguing aspects of the 
tournament is that a lot of the guys in the 
England squad have now got a lot of 
Twenty20 experience. We have been playing 
it regularly since the Twenty20 Cup was 


launched here in 2003, and - perhaps more 
to the point - we also have far more experi¬ 
ence of how to play it in English conditions 
in June. 

I think there will be a lot of ideas, tactical 
and strategic, being put forward from those 
inside the England dressing room, and I’d 
like to think that I would be one of those able 
to contribute. When I first played for 
England, some of those I played with I had 
only previously seen on the television - now 
I’m one of the elder statesmen. 

Andy Flower has already spoken to me a 
couple of times, and I imagine he has done 
the same to the other guys coming into the 
squad from outside of the ODI group, and I 
am looking forward to getting together with 
the rest of the England players ahead of the 
opening group game against Holland on 
Friday. 

Andrew Flintoff will not be fit enough to 
play in the tournament, but England will 
still put a very competitive team out into 
the field. And, in Twenty20, anything can 
happen.

Our success at Kent in the Twenty20 for¬ 
mat in 2007 and 2008 will stand me in good 
stead, hopefully, and other players like 
Bopara, James Foster, Graham Napier, 
Dimitri Mascarenhas and Owais Shah have 
also played a lot of Twenty20 cricket at coun¬ 
ty level and have had consistent individual 
success at it. 

Mascarenhas, Kevin Pietersen, Shah, 
Napier and Paul Collingwood also spent 
time at the Indian Premier League during 
the past couple of months - whether or not 
they actually got on to the field very much - 
and so will have learned much about how 
most of the world’s best players approach a 
game which is constantly evolving. 

One of the areas in which I think England 
will trouble opposing teams will be with the 
new ball. 

Both Jimmy Anderson and Stuart Broad 
have shown in the recent Tests and ODIs 
against the West Indies just how much they 
have improved in the past 12 months or so. 

Going out to India and the Caribbean last 
winter, and having to bowl lots of overs on 
really flat and slow pitches, has had a big, 
positive effect on their careers. 

They have been forced to work hard for 
their successes, and to develop their games 
in an effort to survive in those batsman- 
friendly conditions, and that has been to 
their and England’s benefit. 

From a personal point of view, I am far hap¬ 
pier with my batting form than I was a month 
or so ago. I had a tough start to the season, 
with a few low scores against the new ball 
that can happen to any opener, but in the past 
week or so I have begun to feel much better. 

I am hitting the ball well and, even if that 
has not translated too much into numbers of 
runs during the past fortnight, I am the sort 
of player who knows when he is in good order. 
When I am striking it well, I know from expe¬ 
rience that runs will come.

KENT’S cricket committee met before 
Friday’s Twenty20 clash with the Middlesex 
Panthers to discuss the future of bowling 
coach, Geoff Arnold.

The 64-year-old has been used in a consul¬ 
tancy capacity and was a huge help to coach 
Simon Willis while director of cricket, 
Graham Ford, was stuck in South Africa with 
visa problems.

Ford said he was hopeful of retaining 
Arnold, who has done well with the county's 
bowling attack.

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PACKED GALLERIES: Thousands watched

THE European Open conies to a 
close today at the London Golf 
Club with organisers hoping a 
groundbreaking free ticket 
scheme has helped change 
perceptions of the sport. 

For the first time in Europe - and only 
the second time in European Tour history - 
tickets for all four days of the tournament, 
held near Ash, were free to people applying 
online. Each household was eligible to 
apply for four tickets, worth £100. 

The scheme attracted 82,000 applica¬ 
tions, reflecting the appetite for top-level 
golf in Kent and dwarfing the Tour’s 
50,000 target. 

Championship director Jamie Birkmyre 
told Kent on Sunday he was delighted with 
the response, which built on the success of 
last year’s event, when free tickets were 
available on the Thursday. 

He said: “We decided to extend it a bit to 
try and make it a festival of golf for Kent 
and the South East, which seems to have 
worked very well. It’s unbelievable really, 
and with this weather I think a lot of them 


will come, so we’re very pleased indeed. 

“I think everybody should feel good 
about taking advantage of it. I’m sure 
there are a whole bunch of people who’ve 
never been to a golf tournament before 
who are going to realise this is a pretty 
good way of spending the day.” 

The London Golf Club is one of the main 
beneficiaries of the initiative, with healthy gal¬ 
leries on the Heritage Course for all four days. 

Heath Harvey, the club’s general manag¬ 
er, admits there can still be a misconcep¬ 
tion about the sport that portrays it as the 
preserve of the wealthy. 

Perception 

He is optimistic the free ticket pro¬ 
gramme and the club’s work with the Kent 
Golf Partnership, which introduces the 
game in local schools, will help challenge 
the long-standing opinions. 

He said: “Golf is not an elitist sport. 
There are as many taxi drivers as there 
are chief executives playing golf these 
days. We’ve worked really hard to break 
down that perception of exclusivity and 
say we are here for the local community. A 
free gate and the work in the schools is get¬ 
ting the message through hopefully.” 

There are signs the free ticket idea is 
catching on. It has been extended to the 


first two days of the BMW International 
Open at Munich next month and for the 
whole of the season-ending Dubai World 
Championships in November. 

But the message from the Tour is to make 
the most of it while it lasts. The London Club 
was chosen for the scheme due to its location 
in the South East and the lack of golf events 
elsewhere in the region, making it a largely 
untapped resource for the Tour. 

Rather than being a trailblazer for tour¬ 
naments in the future, Birkmyre cannot 
see the London Club model becoming the 
norm throughout the calendar. 

He said: “This is a world class sporting 
event and it’s an entertainment product. 

'You are not going to get in for free at 
the cinema or the football, but if you can 
encourage people to come along and 
understand what a professional golf tour¬ 
nament is like, there should still be a value 
[to the ticket]. 

“I can’t see European Tour events becom¬ 
ing totally free because gate money is an 
important source of income and people 
would become a bit blase about the quality 
of the entertainment, which is absolutely 
out of the top drawer.”
